Lonp before the time for beginning the 
meetinp had arrived the nldermanic cham- 
ber was tilled by interested gentlemen, 
tenants of Mr. Morse and landowners in 
that vicinity. 

Mr. Morse was the tirst speaker and made 
quite an extended argument. He gave a 
brief history of the petition, how it had 
passed throuph the hands of the aldermen, 
how an injunction had been asked and re- 
fused, and the final appeal to the board to 
rescind the order. The erection of a build- 
ing of such a character would not only 
stop the progress of improvement, until re- 
moved, but affect all improvement of tax- 
able properly. The Newton Land and Im- 
provement company began operation lb 
years ago and made several improvements. 
Several buildings of an objectionable 
nature had been removed. The company’s 
trustees were Mr. Morse, Mr. John A. 
Lane and Cnpt. Weeks. They had pur- 
chased the right to Bullouph's pond 
from Win. Chitlin for 823,000, also land on 
Mill and Walnut streets. The trustees 
were sure it could be improved. It had 
been owned by a family for the past 50 
years, and if it were to be tried before a 
tribunal I doubt if they have got a title. 
For the release of the latter claim the com- 
pany had paid S100 to Mr. Clatlin. Mr. 
Coolidge made things complete by leaving 
that vicinity some time ago because it was 
not improved and now comes to endorse 
the building. Mr. Morse then submitted a 
proposition. They would pay for this strip 
of land where it was proposed to erect the 
buildingand an additional profit of 25 per 
cent. The Land and Improvement com- 
pany would erect a building some 50 feet 
away which would be of brick or stone, as 
the street railway desired, and an easy 
rental could be paid. If this was not satis- 
factory the company would lease the strip 
of land and the street railway could erect 
the building. Mr. Morse further contended 
that the placing of the proposed building in 
the direct water course would injure the 
latter and prevent any depression on the 
culvert, which was proposed as an im- 
provement. The speaker then stated his 
personal position. He was very much op- 

E osed to having any clash of arms. No- 
ody could say he ever provoked a quarrel. 
If he was forced into one he was not the 
first to leave the field. He admired Mr. 
Clallin's enterprise. If relations with the 
father had been other than friendly he hud 
no desire to hold it toward the son. The 
heads of the different street railways 
should be friendly with one another. lie 
had never heard before of any antagonism. 

Mr. Jonathan Lane of Boston followed 
Mr. Morse. He said that the interest in 
the ease was so great that no mistake 
should be made in the erection of such a 
building. If there was any doubt the Land 
and Improvement company should be 
given the benefit of it. The station on 
piles would certainly foul the brook. If 
necessary, it should be made as attractive 
as possible. The proposition of the land 
company was a very liberal one. 

Capt. Weeks thought the first question 
the legal authority of the petitioner’s 
actions. If there were any privileges 
allowed they should not be taken away 
from us. lie doubted very much if there 
was a demand for a waiting room. The 
petition, he thought, should be from the 
Newton & Boston street railway as this 
line has more need of one. 

Mr. Barker, president of the Newton *fc 
Boston, thought there was a demand for a 
waiting room at this point. The proposi- 
tion of the land company was a very liberal 
one. He had written to Mr. Claflin re- 
garding the erection of the proposed station 
in July and understood it would be the 
wisest for the city to accept. The erection 
of the one proposed by the street railway, 
would be a damage to property. He hoped 
the land company’s proposal would be 
accepted. 

Mr. Wolfe, who was the next speaker, 
said his chief objection was the erection of 
any building which would injure the value 
of his real estate, which was in that 
vicinity. Ho had restriction regarding the 
cost of houses, which should not be less 
than $5005, and lie desired that standard 
maintained. He was much opposed to the 
erection of tenement houses, lie hoped to 
see the pond improved before long and 
thought that if the building was erected all 
this would be lost. He had hat I some eon- 
veasation with Alderman Green, which lie 
stated to the board. 

Mr. A. Fred Brown, who owns property 
about 500 feet north, spoke against the 
building’s erection. It would certainly 
prevent all improvement in the future. If 
it would in any way prevent the proper 
How age of the pond lie certainly did not 
wunt it. The land company had made u 
generous proposition. Messrs. Adams, 
Dickinson and Wilbert followed Mr. 
Brown. They opposed the erection of the 
building on the same grounds. A letter 
was read by Mayor Cobh from Mr. Keene, 
who al-o remonstrated. 

Mr. W. il. Coolidge spoke representing 
the Commonwealth Avenue Street Kail- 
way. The laud company he said had 
talked improvement but hud done nothing 
for h years. Mr. i lull in had sold the prop- 
erty at that time and nothing had been 
done since. Referring to Mr. Barker as the 
president ol the Newton A Boston Street 
Itailwuy, and the president of most every 
thing else in Newton, he said the latter 
had repeatedly asked Mr. Cluiliu to do 
something towai ds t lie erection of a wait- 
ing station. lie had received a letter, 
which lie produced, from Mr. A I). s. 
Bell, w ho represented the other luud syndi- 
cate. By this syndicate it was desired. 
No objection had been made until they got 
a deed to the land. The first iutiinutiou 
that tiiere was any antagonism was when 
a communication was received from Mr. 
Morse saying that the land company would 
demolish the building, if erected. The 
building suggested in the laud company's 
proposal would be located where the one 
that was burned down hud been placed. 
Tiie ruilway tiad an indisputable title to 
the laud, and unless the building was 
proved a nuisance, the license to build al- 
ready granted, could not be revoked. The 
railway company had employed Mr. Kice, 
an engineer on the subway construction, 
who examined the place and suid the plao 
iug of the building as proposed would not 
injure or prevent the depression of the 
culvert in any manner. 

Mayor Cobb suggested that City Kiigilicer 
Woods be assed ins opinion. Mr. Woods 
entertained the same views as Mr. Kice. 
This would in no way interfere, if it was 
found necessary to deepen the culvert. 

In answer to Mr. Morse, Mr. Coolidge 
said that he should consider the proposi- 
tion a liberal one, looking at it from Mr. 
Morse's side. He understood that the 
laud company was considering plans for 
the erection of $5U(J0 houses on Walnut 
street. Mr. Morse denied this but suid t lie 
erection of some on Appleton street, hud 
been thought of. 

Mr. Coolidge thought that these would 


be just as great an eyesore. He presented 
| some photographs of Mie proposed build- 
ing and Its excellent situation. There was 
; of course a groat demand for a waiting 
room. There would be but one tenement 
above, ami down stairs would bo room for 
I the company’s offices. The building would 
| cost over $5000. 

Mr. Morse then offered to exchange lots 
! of land with the Commonwealth Avenue 
Street Kailway company. They would 
, deed theirs to the city and no dispute 
1 would follow. This did not seem to meet 
the approval of Mr. Coolidge. 

On motion of Alderman White the hear- 
ing closed at 0.50. 

AFTER THE HEARING. 

A message was received from the com- 
mon council notifying t ho board that it re- 
fused concurrence in the order appropriat- 
ing $17,oon for heating the new High school 
building at Newtonville. 

A number of orders wore adopted trans- 
ferring unexpended balances for various 
departments to the same appropriation for 
next year. 

Hearings were given on the laying cut of 
Suffolk, Birchbill, Kirkstone, Lawrence, 
Woodman and Wellard roads, and Glen- 
wood and Reservoir avenues. No one ap- 
peared and the hearings were closed. 

The following hearings were opened and 
closed on the gas company’s petition for 
locations on Washington street. Cheese- 
cake boulevard. Chapel street and Collins 
road. 

The order accepting the charter was 
then presented and laid on the table on 
motion of Alderman Degen. 

The petitions for arc lights on Kim wood 
and Bearl streets were referred to the 
street light committee. 

An order was adopted appropriating 
$16,1199 for heating the new High school 
building. 

On motion ot Alderman Green the board 
voted leave to withdraw on the petitions 
of W. A. Andrews and the Newton Land 
and Improvement company. The latter 
asked to have Bullough’s pond brook cul- 
vert deepened. 

It was voted to grade and accept Lewis 
terrace. 

The Newton & Boston street railway 
company was granted a double track loca- 
tion on Walnut street, to connect with the 
Newton, Newtonville & Watertown and 
Wellesley street railways. 

It was voted to extend tlmnks to Hon. 
Win. Everett for his address at the Eliot 
memorial exercises in November. 

Alderman Downs presented an order re- 
scinding the permit for the erection of a 
waiting room, granted the Commonwealth 
avenue street railway two weeks ago. 

Alderman White thought the Question 
should be looked at wisely before any 
action was taken, lie was not in favor of 
the passage of the order. 

Alderman Tolman said Mr. Morse’s pro- 
position was a very liberal and fair one. 
The point covered by the building was the 
key note to the land in that vicinity. He 
would vote in favor of the order’s passage. 

Alderman Allen was of the same opinion. 
It would be against the city ordinances to 
erect such a building. There was no reason 
why the board could not change its action 
in regard to the petition. It could act as it 
chose. 

Alderman White said the action of 
rescinding the'permit would be hardly fair. 
It was not the proper action. The city 
solicitor should be consulted before further 
action was taken. 

Alderman Downs favored the passage of 
the order. He thought Mr. Morse’s propo- 
sition a very liberal one. 

Alderman Degen said the simple objec- 
tion seemed to be that this building, erect- 
ed on stilts, would interfere with the 
course of a brook. Such an idea had been 
exploded by the engineers. If it was the 
unsightliness he could not see why there 
had been no objection raised at the old 
building which was recently partially 
burned down. The new building would 
be no more objectionable. He would vote 
against the passage of the order. 

A vote was taken and the order was 
adopted, by -I yeas and 2 nays. 

THE NEW CHARTER 

was discussed after lunch had been served 
in the upper hall, and the draft was adopt- 
ed with but one radical change. It was de- 
cided to have 1 alderman from each 
ward for 1 year and the remaining 14 at 
large for two years. The other changes 
were unimportant. 

At one o’clock the board adjourned.

| Both branches of the city council have 
I passed upon the new city charter, and 
i have passed it ns it came from the revision 
I committee, with the exception of Section 
j 4, which is given below, and the doing 
I away with the property commissioner and 
the substitution of four commissioners 
instead. The charter provides for the 
complete separation of the executive and 
legislative departments and givos enlarged 
power to the mayor, who is .responsible 
for the carrying out of all the work done 
by the city, and lias the power of appoint- 
ing and removing the heads of departments, 
by the consent of the alderman. The new 
charter is an up-to-date document in most 
respects, and will be a great improvement 
over the present one. 

Section 4, which provides for the most 
radical changes from the committee’s plan, 
Is as follows: 

Sect. 4. The annual city election shall 
be held on the second Tuesday of De- 
cember, at which there shall be elected, by 
ballot, a mayor, alderman at large and al- 
dermen by wards, and members of the 
school committee. The mayor and aider- 
men shall respectively hold office us fol- 
lows: The mayor for the term of one year 
and until his succeesor is elected and 
qualified ; the aldermen at large for the 
term of two years, except for the first term 
herein provided, and the aldermen by 
wards for the term of one year; the mem- 
bers of the school committee shall servo 
for the term of two years, except as here- 
in otherwise provided. The hoard of al- 
dermen shall consist of twenty-one mem- 
bers. At the next city election there shall 
be elected by and from t lie voters of the 
city at large the following officers : A 
mayor, one aldermen from each ward to 
serve for the term of one year, and one 
aldermen from each ward to serve for 
the term of two years, one member of the 
school committee from each ward, except 
as is otherwise herein provided, and such 
other members of the school committee 
as shall be necessary to till vacancies, and 
there shall be elected by and from the 
voters of each ward one alderman to serve 
for the term of one year. At ouch annual 
city election thereafter there shall be 
elected. successors to those officers afore- 
said whose terms expires upon the second 
Monday in January following. 

The various departments, are to be as in 
the first report, with the exception of the 
following changes. 

VII. The street department, to be under 
the charge of the street commissioner, who 
slinll have all the powers and duties, not 
inconsistent with this act, of the surveyors 
of highways, and shall have charge of con- 
st! uctiou, alteration, repair, maintenance, 
care and management of 

(a) The public ways, sidewalks and 
bridges, public parks and burial grounds, 
and the lighting and watering thereof. 

(b) The public sewers and drains. 

VIII. The water department, to be 
under the charge of the water commissioner 
who shall have charge of the construction, 
alteration, repair, maintenance, care and 
management of the water works. 

IX. The public buildings department, 
1 1 be under the charge of the public build- 
ings commissioner, who shall have charge 
of the construction, alteration, repair, 
maintenance and care of the public build- 
ings. 

X. The purchasing department, to be 
under tlie charge of the purchasing agent, 
who shall have charge of the purchase of 
all supplies and materials for the executive 
department. 

The charter is to be voted upon at the 
next State election, in 1897, and if adopted 
will go into effect in lstis.

UOItK OF THK BEAUTIES OF BERLIN— 
THANKSfllVINO IN OK KM ANY. 


Berlin, Nov. 90, INTO. 
Toilay, Monday, Nov. 23, we have viaited 
the Arsenal, and seen hundred* of death 
dealing machines, gnus of all ages from the 
ir>th century down; of all patterns, 
muskets, mnrtors, cannon of various 
lengths and calibre from a tiny cohorn up 
to 25, r»o, 7B*poandors ; mitrailleuses and 
other guns used by the French ami taken 
from them ; all told, more than 1 can name 
and remember, all carefully arranged 
through extensive halls; swords, too, spikes 
and lances, and what not that can pierce 
and stab and slash and slice tender flesh, or 
cuirass and helm and buckler. Hattie Hags 
hang there, some shredded, all tolling 
thrilling stories of battles and sieges, of 
wars and carnages, and of the glory of the 
German's fatherland. 

Much space is occupied by large relief 
maps of cities stormed and taken in the 
recent wars with Austria ami France, and 
in earlier times. Hanging in window re- 
cesses are small relief maps of the battle- 
fields of Metz and Sedan, etc., all of which 
are interesting. There are models of pon- 
toon bridges, artillery wagons and horses, 
and of tents of otlicers and men, and of 
canvass walls used to protect against the 
wind. In the middle of the lower hall is a 
statue representing victorious Prussia, of 
marble, and strikingly beautiful. 

The smaller arms are in the upper rooms, 
whose elegance, whose splendor of marble 
columns (colored marble;, and of the 
spacious floors of mossaic in artistic over 
varying patterns, may well draw one’s eyes 
from the bronze statues of heroic mould, 
of the electors and IJngs find emperors 
who have ruled a province, a kingdom, an 
empire, from 1040 to 1HS.S, and from the 
bronze busts, also of heroic size, of princes 
and mighty men of valor, illustrious in 
birth and illustrious dead; and from the 
storied walls on which the genius of the 
artist has painted pictures almost living, of 
scenes from the brilliant history of the 
empire. Hut you must not fail to take the 
apples of gold that are in the basket of 
silver. Passing into or out of the building, 
give more than a cursory glance at the 
polished doors, beautiful in design and 
execution ; they are worthy of study. The 
arsenal fitly represents the military glory 
of Germany, and is a veritable Huhnushalle. 
Today.the 24th, the“Sohloss’ ’and the ltoyal 
Museums have had our attention. 1 hardly 
know what I remember of these, of the 
imperial residence in town— of his majesty, 
Kaiser William II, and of the collections in 
the museum, of broken statues, fragments 
of the art work of antiquity, and of the 
statues of the heroes of old ; or of the con- 
tents of the galleries of paintings in the 
second story of the museum. I can recall 
the two bronze horse-tamers with their un- 
tamed horses, forever to remain untamed — 
destined, man and horse, to stand as now 
before the entrance to Palace. 1 cannot 
quite forget the weary uphill road inside, 
made of brick and winding its way to the 
imperial halls. The road is wide enough 
and solid enough for horses and w agons. 
Perhaps the cost was less than that of a mar- 
ble stairway. Having reached the end of 
the bricks, we saw, through opened doors, 
shining floors of polished wood. Before 
entering upon them we were given mon- 
strous felt slippers to wear, too big for the 
feet. We could no longer walk, but were 
obliged to shutfle along, giving the floor 
extra polish. The guide slid along in 
front, and in elegunt German— he could not 
speak English— gave very entertaining de- 
scriptions of the rooms through which we 
passed, of the old china and porcelain 
stored there, ami of the portraits on the 
walls, and of the little organ in the chapel. 
Occasionally he lifted the linen skirt from 
an upholstered chair to show what royal 
people sometimes grace, and he speedily 
replaced the linen, and marched us on, if 
marching can be applied to the movement 
of our shuffling feet. 

Needless to say we saw lordly halls, 
glorious with all that gifted architects and 
artists could devise, and cunning workmen 
could execute in marble and silver and gold, 
in frescoing and painting. Details must be 
left to your imagination. Passing out of 
the chapel, we were told to leave our 
slippers by the wail in the outer hall, and 
were shown a stairway, by which wo de- 
scended to the lower floor. The Schloss or 
Palace is built around a large square or 
“court.” The walls are plain, heavy, and 
show a spirit of economy in the King, who 
built them. The magnificence of the in- 
terior is probably due to later rulers, per- 
haps to the present emperor. 

in the Royal Museum,— what ? Not dead 
men’s bones, but broken bits/’disjecta mem- 
bra”, of tlie statues of dead men, or of men 
who never lived, or of supposed gnds and 
goddesses, or of columns whose imagined 
glory was long since lost. One piece inter- 
ested me. it was an amorphous mass, and 
bore a label. I stooped for information, 
and read “A Fragment.” Was not that 
worth going to see'.' \ 

Then in another room there were care- 
fully placed in standing or lying or sitting 
positions, figures duly numbered, and in 
some case labeled, which perhaps helped 
constitue the “Glory that was Greece.” 
Many of these have been patched or eked 
out in plaster by modern hands.for you can 
see that much in the figures themselves, or 
read it on the labels. A new too, a "re- 
stored” foot, or arm, or leg, or chin, or 
head, shows plainly by contrast in color. 

One is reminded of the old question 
about a knife. If 1 lose the blade and 
haven new one made, will it be tin* same 
knife? And if I then lose the handle ami 
have a new one to lit tin; blade, will it be 
the same knife? And then, if somebody 
finds the lost blade and lost handle, umi 
puts them together, will that be the satin* 
knife? 

1 am not saying that there were no fine 
statues in tin; museum. There are some 
which hold the attention even if they do 
not charm— of vAiieli one never tires. The 
Venus, .lo, the Diana, Polyhymnia, 

and others V The soul is dead that is not 
touched, attracted by sueli, ami hold in 
mute admiration. 

Nov. 25. Wo made today our visit to 
Ghurlotteiihurg. to see tin* old Royal 
Palace and the Mausoleum. * >f the latter 1 
have written elsewhere. Of the Royal 
Puhioe a few words now. The central 
part was built in 1005*7, was enlarged in 
1701-7 ; the right wing was added in 1741 2, 
and the rest was erected in 1788 . Its total 
length is 1550 feet. Emperor Frederic III, 
alas! so short a time emperor! spent hero 
ten weeks of his lust illness. 

We went through a long suite of many 
rooms on the lower floor, all breathing 
royalty, all containing mementos of a oast 
that lives in the present, all over trodden 
by feet that made nations shake. Atten- 
tion was called to portraits and especially 
to the Porcelain room, the walls filled with 
Chinese porcelain, presented by English 
merchants to Queen Sophia Charlotte, wife 
of tlie first King of Prussia. Frederic 1, 
(1(188-1713.) in one room was tlie bllllard- 
tubles of Frederic the Great. In one mom 
we noticed without tlie aid of tlie guide, 
tliut in each window on tlie Purk side, a 
circular cutting, of tlie size of u silver 
dollar hud been made in tlie glass, which 
gave to the eye, u beautiful miniature of tlie 
grounds without. 

In tlie cliupul is a marble statuette, a re- 
cumbent figure of tlie youngest child of 
Queen Lulse. Tlie most of the palace is 
barred to visitors. 

Nov. 2d — Thanksgiving Day. Tlie sun 
shone out, and Funny umi 1 droveahout the 
city for un hour or two. Our course took 
us to Hello Alliance Plutz. where stuuds 
tlie “Pillar of Peace," 4o feet high, pleas- 
ing in itself, hut insignificant when com- 
pared with "Pillar of victory." to Schiller 
Plutz, and the statue of Schiller ; to Alex- 
ander Plutz und tlie noble statue of Hero- 
line; past museum and palace und Hull of 
Glory and equestrian statues, through 
IT ntur den Lfuden to the Hmndeitburg 
Gate; through this to tlie Sigessasuhe; 
beyond into tlie exteusive Purk culled tlie 
Tiller garten, down one avenue und up 
another and out into Leipsio street, past the 


postofflee, and so homo again. The Ameri- 
can Hag was’ilying from tlie Hristol Hotel, 
the Equitable Building and otliors. We 
saluted It and gave thanks that wo could 
see it again, and more for all that it stands 
for. None of us attended the American 
dinner given under tlie auspices of 
the American Minister* Plenipotentiary, 
and the consul ; but dined at tlie Pension, 
and had turkey and mince nio! 

Wo wore not unmindful of tlie dear ones 
at home, hut our hearts and thoughts went 
over land and sea to each and all of them, 
with gratitude for ail their kindness and 
love, and *•> we commenced witli them. If 


thought could feed we hud ample time to go 
in thought to Massachusetts, Maine, III’ 
nois, Wisconsin and wicked Kansas, aft* 


our repast in Berlin was over, and to sit at 
table with you. 

Nov. 27— was wet and somewhat snowy, 
but we made our way to the NnUona! Gal- 
lery of sculpture uud painting. I was glad 
to look again upon tlie familiar faces of 
Demosthenes and (Meero, and other 
worthies, ancient nnd renowned, and to 
see for the first, time the busts of Moltke 
and Bismarck, and tlie beautiful Queen 
seated in a chair, all in mar hie, so pure as 
to be almost transparent. There were por- 
traits old and new, and mural battle scenes 
illustrating recent history. Battle pictures 
always have a strange fascination for me, 
whether tlie battles were on sea or land. 

In the Hohenzollern Museum, visited 
also today, we found much to interest ns. 
We strolled through more than a score of 
rooms, giving scant time to any one. Of 
portraits of men eminent in literature, 
science nud the arts, there is a goodly num- 
ber. I recall those of Alexander Hum- 
boldt, Helinholz, Hitter, and with special 
interest those of Mendelssohn and of 
Theodox Koerne’r, tlie hero poet, whose 
patriotic poems stirred the nation’s heart, 
and inflamed the people to light for the 
freedom of the Fatherland. He died in 
battle the 2Gth of August, 1X13. 

In one room set apart for mementoes of 
the life of Emperor Frederic III, father of 
the present emperor, are many books of 
his school exercises in Latin, Greek, 
French, English, mathematics, etc., be- 
sides many of his personal belongings. 
One room is hung full of testimonials of 
affection and respect sent after his death 
by hundreds of people, crowned and un- 
crowned. Like rooms are tilled with like 
testimonials in rememberanceof his father, 
who died u few months before him. and of 
his mother, who died two years later in 
is«w>. 

Tlie rooms w hich to me were of the 
greatest interest, are those three that speak 
of the life of Frederic the Great. Hero 
are hundreds of things with which he was 
most familiar, which lie had with him and 
carried about at home or in his stormy 
campaigns, in victory and in defeat, in 
camp and in court. -There is the cradle in 
w hich he was rocked, here the playthings, 
that amused his babyhood, here his first 
boots, his first suit, his first cuirass, here 
too, his later suits, from early childhood up, 
swords, belts, helmets, and pistols. There 
in a glass case, with other objects familiar 
to hand and pocket, is the very interesting 
miniature map of Silesia. Over there is his 
horse “Coude" or what remains of him, 
loft by taxedermist and moths. Here are 
some of his early attempts at drawing and 
sketching, showing the same genius for 
making straight lines, that young children 
now exhibit. Later bits of work witli 
pencil or brush do him some credit. The 
present bumptious emperor lias perhaps in- 
herited tlie genius of tlie Great King, or 
profited by Ins examples. 

Well— what of these things? What of 
tlie tilings at Mt. Vernon— tlie kitchen, the 
cranes, the pot-hooks, and so forth? 
George Washington touched these things, 
and thousands of pilgrims go there annual- 
ly to see them, and to see that they are pre- 
served. These objects Frederic touched 
and bundled, and then he passed m out of 
sight, while these things remain. Cui bono? 
As really as the minutiae of Pepy’u diary, 
these help make biography and history. 
These things remain and so does Frederic 
the Great. Nothing that ever comes into 
the world goes wholly out of it*; matter in- 
spirit. Matter is lifeless, spirit is life, is 
force. It enters into the life of the world 
anil works there forever, seen or unseeu, 
it is felt. There are those who "rule us 
from their urns, e’en in their ashes live 
their wonted fires." Frederic’s was a 
mighty spirit. Europe felt it. feels it still, 
and Prussia— Germany indeed, is filled 
witli it. It is inspiration. These things of 
Frederic’s remain, but they .shall perish by 
und by, and be sliall live on forever, a vital 
force to maintain tlie sentiment of nation- 
ality. 

Berlin has a history, but 1 will not write 
it now. Voutwill allow me to say, how- 
ever, that 1 have learned here that Berlin 
makes its first appearance in history in the 
early part of the 13th century, when it was 
a double town, Koulln and Berlin. Koelln 
is mentioned in I 2 ;ts. Berlin in 1244. They 
were united in 1307. Since the time of 
.J oli n Cicero the fortunes of the city have 
been interwoven with those of the llohen- 
zollern family. In 1538 tlie townspeople 
and tlie elector Joachim 1 1, <1535- 1571) em- 
braced tlie Reformed faith. The founder 
of the Prussian immure ly was Frederic 
William, known as tlie Great Elector, born 
1020, and becume ruler 1040 , and died 1088. 
The first King of Prussia was as Elector, 
Frederic III as King -was Frederic I, was 
born 1057, ascended the throne in 1088 , und 
died 1713. His Queen was Sophia Char- 
lotte (1008-1708.) Frederic William 1. born, 
Itixs, became king 1713, and died 1740; 
Frederic the Great w as born 1702, became 
king 1740, died 1780; Fred. Win. 11, born 


744— king 1780, died .1707; Fred. Win. Ill, 
iorn 1705— king 1840, died 1801; Win. 1, 
orn t 1770, king 1707. died loin; Fred. Win. 
I V, Emperor, born 1707, 1801 king, emp. 18—, 
died 1888; Frederic III, emp. born 1831, 
emp. Mch. 17, 1888, died June 15, 1880 ; 
William II, emperor, born ? emp. Ihsk.

REVISING THE REVISION. 

The city council lias held several 
meetings, this week, to complete their re- 
vision of the revised charter, and have 
made several changes which may be con- 
sidered as improvements. The text has 
been changed land the w hole document is 
somewhat different from what was pub- 
lished. some weeks ago. 

One {of the first changes is making city 
election come, on the second Tuesday in 
December, instead of the first, which will 
enable the politicians to enjoy Thanks- 
giving free from politics. 

The city clerk must be the clerk of the 
board of alderman, instead of “may be," 
which will provide against the confusion 
that might arise in certain contingences. 

The provision for having a property 
commissioner, who should be a sort of 
grand Mogul, has been stricken out, and in- 
stead there will be a number of commis- 
sioners, the street commissioner, who is to 
have charge of the streets, sewers, street- 
lights, parks, etc. ; the water commissioner, 
the public buildings’ commissioner, and 
the purchasing agent. It did seem im- 
possible for any {one man to perform all 
that was expected of the property com- 
missioner, and the work is to be dis- 
tributed instead among four commissioners, 
of whom the purchasing agent will have 
the greatest “snap,” as he will be besieged 
by agents from all points of the compass, 
to say nothing of Newton people who 
may have something to sell the city. It 
will depend entirely on the man appointed, 
whether this will not prove the weak 
point of the new system. 

The most important change of all consists 
in the manner of electing the board of 
aldermen. There is to be one Jfrom each 
ward, to serve one year, and fourteen

Mr. Dix had not been in the best of 
health for some time. lie remarked to one 
of bis associates a day or two ago that he 
was suffering from heart trouble, and that 
he would have to walk slowly. 

He was a member of one of the oldest 
families in Newton, the farm on which lie 
resided having been in the possession of 
the family for several generations. JI is 
grandfather was one of the prominent men 
of the town, and his father also took a 
prominent part in town affairs. Mr. Dix 
was born in Lower Falls, where his father 
had settled on his marriage, but soon re- 
turned to the old homestead, with his fami- 
ly. The father died a few years ago at an 
advanced age, and Mr. Dix’s mother died 
about eight weeks ago. 

The farm consisted of many fertile acres 
on both sides of Fuller street, and was 
greatly enhanced in value by the laying 
out of the Commonwealth avenue boule- 
vard through a portion of it. l’art of it 
was sold to the boulevard syndicate, but a 
large portion was retained.

GOf RID OF THE FLIES. 

A Little Incident of Army Life Described 
by «* Veteran. 

“Whenever 1 soon housewife swislring 
the flies out of a room with a dust doth, 
and nnyho following up one solitary fly 
until she gets rid of it, and then closing 
the sluts of the blinds to keep the room 
nice ami cool,” said an old soldier, “it 
makes mo think of a little incident, of my 
life in the army. 

“Wo had at. one time Sibley tents. They 
wore the big tents, you rontontlier, circu- 
lar on the ground, each made to hold 
about 18 men and supported by a oonter 
I Mile and having a circular opening at the 
top for ventilation. 

“This opening was perhaps 10 or 13 
inches in diameter. It bad a cover of some 
sort for bad weather, but. the one that be- 
longed to our tent wo lost right away, and 
wo never got another. 

“One day in Virginia our tent was full 
of flies. 1 think I never saw so many flies 
before. I should say thoro muse have been 
about 17,OOU.OOO of thorn. I don't know 
what brought so many of them Into our 
tent; maybe soinobody had a picoo of moat 
thero. but one of- the men was inclined to 
be a little disturbed by thorn. Ho thought 
thero were 100.000,000 of ’em, and 1 said I 
thought lie might ho right 

“ ‘Well, by thunder,’ ho said, ‘I’m going 
to get rid of them. ’ 

“Ho got some powder, I don’t know 
how- much, but something loss than a ton, 
and spread it round in the tent and led a 
train outside.

COLD BATHING. 


There Is Nothing That Is So Refreshing 
and Invigorating. 

It Is said that “cleanliness is next to 
godliness,” so that presumably tho person 
who is both godly and dean is tho nearest 
to heaven. Whatever truth thero may bo 
in this statement one thing is certain, that 
the person who is scrupulously clean and 
who indulges in baths frequently is ns 
near to comfort und health as is possiblo 
on this earth. 

To those who tnko a morning sponge 
bath in cold water daily there is nothing 
so invigorating and refreshing. It stimu- 
lates tho whole system into active service. 

But everything may bo dnno so that in- 
stead of doing good It proves injurious. 
With tho cold bath the person who stays 
in too long or long enough to got chilled 
may do lrimsclf a lot of injury. Tho lirst 
thing is to sponge tho body with a soft 
sponge, then with tho bath brush rub the 
body until it is all in a glow, rinse off and 
dry with a rough Turkish towel. A bath 
of this description never fails to tone up 
the system and give a good appetite. 

For those who cannot stand tho shock 
of a cold bath tho water may bo left stand- 
ing in tho bathtub overnight. This will 
take tho chill off and prevent the shock ex- 
perienced when the water is freshly drawn. 

Those who have not tried taking a cold 
sponge bath every morning we recommend 
to try it. They will, after they get accus- 
tomed to it, rather go without their break- 
fast than their bath. 

There is nothing so beautifying to the 
complexion as a morning bath. 

In cases of insomnia thero is nothing so 
conducive to sleep as u warm bath taken 
just before retiring. 

For a good, healthy skin and complex- 
ion bathe at night just beforo retiring with 
hot water, using a puro soap. Rinse in 
cold water and rub a little cold cream on 
tho face. For tan and sunburn the juice 
of u lemon rubbed well on tho face before 
going to hod is said to prove most benefi- 
cial. — Life and Health.

Sefnlinn wns the prettiest girl on tho 
Samoan island of Manono. All tho young 
manning smiled at her and brought hor 
real pnpa-lagl — forolgn — presents of gay 
ribbons and parasols whenever they re- 
turned from a trip to Apln. 

Tho other girls wore jealous and said 
that she wns a witch, who turned the 
hearts of men with her ugly face; that she 
fancied that she wns above her comrades, 
and of even more importance than tho tnn- 
po, who wns the daughter of a chief. Se- 
fnlinn, they said, was of a poor family, 
too, and for this alone she ought to ho 
tnboood. But sho lived merrily along un- 
hocdful of the envious glances cast upon 
her.

She was 10 years old and was yet unmar- 
ried.

And I, Aoli, do hereby declare 
that my daughter Sefnlinn shall bo joined 
to Taliau in marriage tomorrow as tho 
puti goes behind I’polu. And if this devil 
; departs not Irom her sonl and she still do 
dines to marry him, I hereby plnoo a groat 
taboo upon her, oven though she bo my 
daughter. No one shall speak to her. no 
one shall shelter her, no one shall givo lior 
of tiie kava or cocoanut to drink, nor of 
tho breadfruit nor the palusaml to oat. 
Sho shall bo cast out from tho tribe of 
Manono forever. I, Aell, have spoken it.” 
Tho grent taboo had been pronounced, and 
no ono would dare disobey. Besides, tho 1 
women nil disliked Sefnlinn and whispered 
with each other that It served her right, 
the impudent tiling, with her proud ways. 
Sho must eitlior marry Taliau or starve to 
death. 

j Her mother came and wept with her 
| ami 1 logged her not to disgraco the family, 1 
, but Sefaiinu only shook her head and re- 
peated, "1 cannot marry Taliau.” At

Beal estate in Newton has been more 
active during the past year than at any 
previous period in the history of the 
city. 

The extensive improvements undertaken 
by the city during the past three years 
have this year resulted in the development 
of real estate in hitherto thinly settled 
parts of tiie city, and there has been an 
unprecedented demand for high class house 
lots. 

Along the line of Commonwealth avenue 
nearly 200 sales have been made during tiie 
year, and the two land syndicates, which 
control between them nearly 0,000,000 
square feet along the line of tiie avenue, 
are preparing to place a number of high 
class dwelling houses on the market next 
year.

Tiie Newton National Bank is engaged 
iu the erection of a new granite hanking 
house on Washington street to cost $K5,ooo, 
and the Newton Associates have put up 
two business blocks on Centre street and 
Centre place. I*. A. Murray is also erect- 
ing a line three story block on Washington 
street. 

In Nowtonvilie the Bridghum, Partridge, 
Clullin and Associates blocks huve been 
erected, and the Newton Masonic frater- 
nity is enguged in tiie erection of a Masonic 
ball and business block at tiie corner of 
Walnut street and Newtouville avenue.

An unusual number of streets 
are in process of construction, on account 
of the changes in street grades, to meet the 
change in the level of the Boston & Albany 
tracks, and many of these were almost im- 
passable Wednesday morning. In addi- 
tion to these a number of streets, which 
have been opened for various purposes of 
late, are reported badly caved in and dan- 
gerous. The police reports of defects in 
sidewalks and highways cover more than a 
full page of the blotter at headquarters. 

—Tuesday evening in Eliot hall. Prof. 
John M. Fiske of Harvard University, de- 
livered the first of his series of lectures on 
the Civil War. There were present a large 
number of Post 6.2. G. A. R. members and 
officers of the high school battalion. The 
address was confined to the campaign of 
Grant on the Mississippi, from the capture 
of Fort Donaldson to the fall of Vicksburg. 
Several maps of that part of the country 
were interspersed with stereonticon views 
of battles and scenes of army life. At the 
conclusion the portraits of Gen’ls Grant 
and Sherman were thrown upon the canvas 
and elicited great applause.

The inter- 
ment was at the early home of the deceased 
in Andover, Mass.

J. AST VI Alt's COUNCIL BIMOI.VKS AND 
Tills YEAR'S ORO AX17.KS — MUCH IM»U- 
TINK BUSINESS— LIST OF COMMITTEES. j 

Both branches of the city councils of 
ispr* and 181)7 met Monday afternoon for the 
consideration of more business than has 
been presented on an inauguration day for 
several years. At the first session the in- 
coming members sat on the visitors benches 
and at the second session exchanged places 
with their predecessors. There were 
present many interested citizens, beside the 
usual number of city officials. 

Tin: aldermen OF 18Dfi 
wore called to order at 2.30 o'clock by 
Mayor Cobb. All members were present. 

The printing committee reported award- 
ing the city printing contract to George II. 
Pratt. 

It was ordered that the petition of the 
West End Street Kailway for location on 
Centre street in Nonantum square be re- 
ferred to the city government of is«i7. 

Petitioners for sundry sidewalks were 
granted leave to Avitlulraw on recommenda- 
tion of the highway committee. 

Several petitioners for concrete cross- 
walks and telephone locations were re- 
ferred to the next city council. 

The West Roxbury street railway’s peti- 
tion for location in Newton Centre, which 
has already been before the board, was re- 
ferred to the city council of 185*7. 

The finance committee reported that an 
agreement had been made between the 
committee and the Newton Hospital 
trustees for the care of city patients, and a 
satisfactory contract had been drawn up. 

Alderman Downs questioned in regard 
to the contract and said he thought there 
had been a misunderstanding between the 
hospital trustees and the overseers of the 
poor. 

On Mayor Cobb’s suggestion, it was re- 
ferred to the next city council. 

The finance committee reported that the 
report of the city treasurer had been ex- 
amined and found correct in every detail. 
An order was introduced providing for its 
acceptance. 

Orders were also adopted for the laying 
out and acceptance of Reservoir avenue. 
Bellevue street, new location, Welland 
road, Birclihill road, Kirstall mail, Wood- 
man road from Suffolk road, to Hammond 
street, Suffolk road and Lawrence road. 

The report of expert Accountant Albee 
was received. The city treasurer’s books 
were all correct. 

Accountant Albee also reported that he 
was about to investigate the sewer depart- 
ment account. Report accepted. 

A resolve was adopted authorizing the 
mayor to petition the legislature for per- 
mission to erect, maintain and operate a 
municipal lighting plant for use of the city. 

A transfer was made of the appropria- 
tion for the fire department. 

Alderman Green offered an order, which 
was accepted, authorizing the change of 
the gas company’s location on Chapel 
street to read as the telephone company’s 
permit. 

Orders were also adopted for the loca- 
tions of the gas company's poles on East- 
side Parkway, Newtonville avenue, Belle- 
vue street, Washington street, Collins road, 
Cheesecake boulevard and Watertown 
street. 

Alderman Degen introduced resolutions, 
which were accepted, extending the thanks 
of the board to Mayor Cobb for his work 
as presiding officer. The mayor responded 
fittingly, saying that he could but reiterate 
his sentiments expressed at the supper 
.Saturday evening. 

On motion of Alderman Degen the board 
udjourned sine die. 

THE COMMON COUNCIL OF ISM. 
Business of a concurrent nature was 
transacted as the papers were received 
from the board of aldermen. At the con- 
clusion Councilman Cranitch, in a very 
witty speech, moved that the thanks of the 
council be extended to President Wing, 
lie said that there should be no apprehen- 
sion at wlmt lie was about to suy. He did 
not intend discussing the Newton Centre 
playground, the reading-room or Boyd’s 
pond. He thought President Wing should 
be thanked for his interest and work as 
presiding officer. 

Councilman Wing responded saying that 
he thougnt it was all on the other side 
He had never presided in any body until 
last year, and was greatly indebted to the 
members for their aid, support and 
courtesy.

Orders were then adopted as follows 
Authorizing publication of Mayor's ad- 
dress; authorizing observance of February 
t!ti; authorizing treasurer to honor drafts 
of City Engineer in favor of discharged 
laborers in sewer dept, to amount of fcVAKi- 
authorizing treasurer to honor drafts of 
supt. of streets, iu favor of discharged 
laborers, to amount of $:inoo; authorizing 
treasurer to honor drafts of supt. of water 
works, in favor of discharged laborers, to 
amount of £:m;oo; authorizing refund of ex- 
cess deposits on uccouut of sewer house 
connections, to uuiount of author-

§‘»oo,0ixi in anticipation of tuxes. 

It was ordered that all hills charged to 
the appropriation for miscellaneous ex- 
penses be referred to the finance committee 
for action upon same. 

Alderman Downs, Baily ami Roberts 
were appointed to serve us a committee to 
nominate one regular assessor and one 
from each ward.

S. M. Say ford’s petition for tlie im- 
provement of Hyde avenue was referred to 
the highway committee. 

The rules for the government of tlie 
police department were established us in 
previous years. 


was then held, uud City Clerk Kingsbury, 
City Auditor Otis uud City Treasurer 
Ranlett were unanimously elected. 

Alderman Downs took this opportunity 
to express Ills dislike for printed ballots. 
He did not believe iu them. They were all 


right as far as tlu* names on them went, 
lie intended voting for those men, but tlie 
principle was bad.

He moved the present wording 
be changed. The city solicitor said tlie 
change could be made legally. 

Alderman White thought it should be re- 
ferred to the street railway committee. 

Alderman Baily wanted to know if it 
was understood that the error had been 
made in the city solicitor’s office.

Aldermen Roberts and Knowlton thought 
it should be referred to the street railway 
committee.

charter revision. He was for a long time 
one of the leaders in the independent cit- 
izens’ movement in Newton politics, hut 
of lute years has been identified with tlie 
republican organization 
His appointment has been strongly urged 
on tlie commissioners by tlie leading mem- 
bers of the Middlesex bur.

As a closing expression of courteous appre- 
ciation and loyalty, ex- Alderman Gilman 
was delegated by uiiuuiuious vote to con- 
vey to the present and incoming city gov- 
ernment, then holding a social gathering ut 
our City Hull, a kindly and cordial greet- 
ing from the city government of 1874, a 
Service which lie im mediately started off to 
fulfil.

The new city council marched in a body 
to City Hall, at 8 o’clock, Monday after- 
noon, to take the oatli of office and to lis- 
ten to the Mayor’s Inaugural. Kx-Mayore 
Speare, Ellison, Kimball and llnthfeld oc- 
cupied seats on the platform, and the meet- 
ing; was opened with prayer by Itov. Dr. 
Davis, pastor of Eliot church. .Indue 
Kennedy administered the oath of office to 
the mayor, and the latter swore in the 
members of the city council. 

The audience was not a very large one, 
ns, outside of city officials, only some score 
of citizens were present. 

The inaugural address was brief, and its 
humorous references to efficiency of tramp 
labor, to the teaching of “scientific whit- 
tling’* in the grammar schools, and to the 
trials of city officials, caused audible smiles 
from all those present. The message was 
ns follows: 

January 4th, 1807. 
Gentlemen of the City Council:— 

Your fellow citizens have manifested 
their high appreciation of your ability and 
integrity by placing in your hands the 
management of this great business corpora- 
tion with nil its large and varied niTairs, 
and it devolves upon me in their name to 
commend to you these interests, with such 
comments as my experience and observa- 
tion may suggest, and for the benefit of 
those of you who have not been in close 
touch with the city atTuirs during the past 
year, permit me briefly to present such a 
review of the work, as I deem will be of 
interest or service to you.

And In 1890 49,83.1,1175.00 

Showing a gain of . . . $2, 445, 031.00 

Considering that there lias been a loss in 
taxable property on account til Washing- 
ton street widening of about $300,000, and 
as yet no appreciable advance has been 
made in valuation of property improved 
thereby, owing to the unsettled condition 
of the surroundings which rendered it un- 
fair to do so, this is an extremely good 
showing, and promises well for the future. 
The assessors report a loss throughout the 
city of about 25 acres in taxable area. 

If the property on Washington street 
and immediate vicinity shall be appraised 
at anywhere near the value set upon por- 
tions of it by the owners when wanted by 
the city for improvement, the valuation of 
next year will be largely increases. 

The advance in the rate of taxation was 
not the result of recent extravagance, but 
can bo directly traced to the great under- 
takings initiated in previous years, and al- 
most entirely from an increase in the items 
of the sinking fund and interest. 

In my address of one year ago, I had the 
honor to remark upon the increasing in- 
debtedness of the city, occasioned largely 
by the Washington and Park street widen- 
ing,— the building of the boulevard,— and 
tlie depressing of the Boston & Albany 
tracks then under way. 

This increase lias continued from the 
same causes, until the debt has reached 
$4,880,018, against which the sinking fund 
commissioners hold cash and securities to 
the amount of $808,510.00 ; leaving a net 
debt for all purposes of $3,982,000.34. 

This is not surprising w hen you consider 
that the city has acquired by purchase and 
seizure an almost continuous row of build- 
ings over two miles long through three 
business centres. 

Nearly all the claims for this acquire- 
ment are now settled and paid for. and the 
remaining expenditure will be mainly for 
approaches to the bridges over the railroad 
(which will be charged to grade crossings 
account of which the city pays 10 per cent) 
and the c distinction of the Washington 
street widening, part of which is already 
finished. 

The highway department has nearly 
completed the boulevard to Charles river, 
built a boulevard called Jackson rood, from 
Washington to Pearl streets in Ward One, 
which was much needed and could be more 
economically done while the deepening of 
Laundry brook was in progress, and has 
extended Austin street through to West 
Newton, which was included in the plan 
for depression of tracks. 

Great ability lias been shown by the de- 
partment in its handling of these large im- 
provements. 

Land has been donated for an extension 
of Cheesecake boulevard from Watertown 
to Eddy streets, and 1 would recommend 
the lowering of the brook and the comple- 
tion of tlie roadway. 

Our boulevard system ends at Weston 
bridge, an avenue 120 feet wide terminating 
in a bridge about 20 feet broad. 

We have reason to hope that tlie -Massa- 
chusetts highway commission may consider 
favorably tlie building of u bridge 8<> feet 
wide, and tlie continuing of the boulevard 
on through Weston as a state road. 

The sewer department has laid this year 
about 8 miles or sower mains, and 0 mile' 
of house connections, the main sewer hav- 
ing been continued to Newton Highland', 
and through some of its principal streets. 

As all the citizens are taxed for the sink- 
ing fund and interest of tlie sewer loan it 
is our duty to extend the system to ab 
parts of the city as rapidly as possible': 
especially is there need of such extension 
at tlie Upper and Lower Falls and 1 trust 
you will consider it your duty to promptly 
meet tlie wants of these localities. 

Portions of Chestnut Hill cannot he 
served through our main sewer, and there 
is fortunately provision of law permitting 
arrangements witli the town of Brookline 
for accommodation through its system. 

The water department lias laid 5 1-2 
miles of main, making a total of 125 1-2 
miles in the system.

Showing u favorable bulunce of 95,020,00 
Three hundred and sixty new connec- 
tions have been made, and there lias boon 
expended $<>«>, huo for new construction. 

The water board being un independent 
and able body, this department will uot be 
a source of solicitude or care to you. 

The public property committee have 
rendered important and efficient service. 

Thu Peirce school liouso was completed 
in August and proves u desirable and 
comely structure. 

It bocumu evident to the city government 
early in the year, (lint a proper regard for 
the welfure of tlie High school, us well as 
a true economy, demunded that immediate 
steps be taken to erect a new building, 
especially us tlie new Peirce school house 
just completed could lie used temporarily 
for the High school during construction. 

Much thought und cure w as bestowed in 
perfecting the pluns, and reducing tlie cost 
of the building to the lowest minimum, 
consistent with its usefulness and future 
w uuts. and 1 am certain that tlie result will 
be highly satisfactory to our citizens. 

Tlie structure is nearly ready for tlie 
roof, ami will lie completed in time for oo- 
cupuuoy at tlie opening of tlie next full 
term. 

The old Adams school house lias bocn 
furnished with modern heating und venti- 
lating appliances und the citizens of Ward 
Two need uot fear for tlie lieultli of tlie 
children occupying it. 

An addition lo the engine house ut New- 
ton ('outre lias been built, to uooomniodute 
tlie enlargement of tlie lire uluriii system, 
and give greater facilities for tin* wire de- 
partment- Th« new rooms will soon be 
occupied for tliut purpose. 

The highway stublo and sheds have been 
removed from tlie engine house. Wurd One, 
and from the truck house, Ward Two, such 


removal being necessary to give tlie Boston 
Albany railroad Itstemporary location,— 
and tho ('lallin Guard Armory lias boon 
moved and refitted for tho same reason. 

I desire to 8iibm it that tin* police accom- 
modations throughout, the city, but especial- 
ly in Nonantum where the tramps are 
housed, and at police headquarters in West 
Newton, are very insufficient nnd inconven- 
ient, and that tiie court room and offices 
adjacent afo entirely inadequate for public 
use. I suggest for your consideration that 
when tin* old Peirce school house is vacat- 
ed, It shall be Adap’ed for a courthouse 
and police headquarters, which I believe 
enu be accomplished at a comparatively 
small expense, so ns to serve well for those 
purposes for many years to come. 

This plan is made more desirable be- 
cause tlie engineer’s department is not ! 
only obliged to use the large upper room of 
tho City Rail, but often both chambers of 
the city council and sadly needs tlie rooms 
now used by the court and police. 

The present brick cells could be easily 
utilized as vaults for storage of valuable 
papers, now kept In unsafe receptacles. 

The highest, function of government is 
the protection of life and property, and 
those departments whioh represent that 
function should receive our most oarofui 
attention. 

I refer to tlie Police and lire departments. 
Their records tor the past year should he 
thoroughly appreciuted and commended by 
our fellow citizens. 

During tlie year 1123 persons have been 
arrested. Of the 9 cases of breaking and 
entering, all tlie culprits are now serving 
sentences. 

There lias been property stolen to the 
value of $2704.75, and of that amount $259(1 
has been recovered and returned to the 
owners. 

Tlie number of tramps lodged 3375. 

The tramp nuisance became so unbear- 
able, 30 to 40 sometimes presenting them- 
selves in a single night, that tlie experi- 
ment was tried of giving them a hearty 
breakfast, and then making them work a 
few hours as a compensation. 

Tlie first day we had 23, the second 17, 
nnd the third (i. 

The highway department in this way 
has been abundantly supplied witli 
screened gravel, and the umount of labor 
obtained aggregates ono7 hours or <>G7 days, 
which ii paid for at tlie rate for city labor 
would amount to $11(57.25. Cost of meals 
and serving $4(55.23. Leaving a profit of 
$702.02. 

The efficiency of service rendered by 
these tramps compares favorably with tliut 
of regular employees. 

Saturday nights the police station at No- 
nantum is full, no work being done on 
Sundays, but only crackers and water are 
served. 

Tlie police department, continues under a 
high order of discipline, and tlie personnel 
is exceptionally good, but in number tlie 
force is insufficient to properly protect tlie 
city. 

This is made apparent by numerous peti- 
tions from various localities for better pro- 
tection, which is impossible to supply. 

A mounted man can cover three or four 
times more territory than a patrolman, 
and can be particularly valuable in the 
sparsely settled districts and upon the 
boulevard. 

Realizing this, two men have recently 
been provided with horses, and 1 would 
urge the desirability of still further adding 
to the efficiency of the force in this way. 

During the year tlie police und lire de- 
partments have been furnished with large 
rubber protective covers, which are carried 
on the patrol wagon, when going t<» fires 
and also on the hose wagons, and already 
several thousand dollars’ worth of valuable 
furniture and brioarbrac lias been saved 
by them. 

A cover has been put upon the patrol 
wagon, so that parties under arrest shall 
not he exposed to public gaze. 

Our fire department through its prompt- 
ness and ability lias been the means of 
saving much prop arty from destruction. 

It lias answered 188 alarms, (53 more than 
last year, but the losses have been excep- 
tionally small. 

All the hose companies have bisen sup- 
plied with modern hose wagons and tlie 
apparatus is in perfect order. 

Beyond the usual supply of new hose 
purchased ouch year, there will be no need 
of renewals. 

Tlie department however needs a supply 
wagon to lie stationed at some centra! 
point loaded with fuel, tools for repairs, 
and protective covers. 

Our old out grown fire alarm system of 4 
circuits will soon be superseded by a new 
one of 8 circuits, with 2 to spare for future 
growth. 

The money for tlie same lias been appro- 
priated, and its completion only waits tlie 
liiiisliiug of its new quarters ut fire 
station 3. 

Tho poor department has been admirably 
managed und mukes a remarkably favor- 
able showing. 

The average number of inmates of our 
almshouse is 19. 

Tho net cost of maintenance of alms- 
house is $2 529 12 or $122.58 per capita per 
annum. 

These facts dispose of the criticism fre- 
quently made, that it would be cheaper for 
the city to give up tlie Poor Farm, and 
board our wards elsewhere. 

The Furm and all household duties are 
carried on in a neat and economical 
manner, reflecting great credit upon tlie 
warden and matron. 

Tlie fact that there has been no serious 
sickness and no deaths during tlie year, 
sneaks well for tlie good care bestowed on 
tfie inmates. 

The net cost for poor out of almshouse is 
$i 5325.88, a less sum than in previous years. 

This is largely tlie result of ilie vigilance 
and good ju igment of our almoner, who 
while sympathetic towards real sutYering.is 
careful to avoid imposition, and investi- 
gates each ease thoroughly, with a view to 
establishing settlements unit responsibili- 
ties on tlie cities or states where they be- 
long, 

This is shown in tlie large increase in tlie 
amount of collections from cities and 
towns whioh amounts to $7279.72. 

The Overseers of the Poor have adopted 
tin* principle of encouraging independence 
und self help, thus preventing indolence 
und puiipcrism. 

The rapid growth of Wuhan and the con- 
sequent Increase in tlie value of tlie Poor 
Farm, mukes it evident Hint advantage 
should he taken of any favorable opportu- 
nity to dispose of it, und remove the insti- 
tution to the tract of land owned by the 
city on Winchester street. Meanwhile, the 
low laud in tlie rear of tlie ulniNhouse 
.should be thoroughly drained, and a road- 
way constructed from Washington to Bea- 
con streets through the valley. 

Tlie owners of property benelitted by 
this Improvement, are willing to share tlie 
expense, and when made, every foot of our 
land will be available for building purposes. 

The school board being an entirely inde- 
pendent body over which you have no con- 
trol, mid witli which you liuvu no transac- 
tions except in tlie matter of appropria- 
tions, 1 .'hull not comment upon it, save 
only to say tliut the policy of increasing 
tin* number of uuim|mriunt studies in tlie 
High school is now being extended to tlie 
grammar grades, as witness tlie recent 
action of tiie bouid in voting to purchase 
2<> sets of uppurutus, for tlie touching of 
scientific whittling culled SMyd. 

Tills diversion of scholars by merely en- 
tertaining und uoii-esscniial studies, not 
only results in a largo outlay in dollars, but 
what is more unfortumite a vast cxnemlt- 
turo of tlie precious time of tlie pupils. 

A joint committee of 22 consisting of mem- 
bers of tlie city council and citizens selected 
for tlie purnose, liuvu been through several 
months diligently working out (lie pro- 
blem of u new City Charter, and iiuve 
made their report. 

The city council utter muking a few 
aiiieiidmunts, Iiuve adopted u draft of an 
uot for tlie new charter, and requested tlie 
Muyor to petition tho next Legislature for 
its passage substantially in form us adopt- 
ed. Provision is made in tlie uet for pre- 
senting it to the people for their approval. 

The main features of the new charter 
ure—

each vnar, thus security a continuous hoard 
widen shall he tho Legislative department. 

The Executive department to be vested 
in the Mayor, who slin.ll lie chosen each 
year, and to whom all tlie heads of depart- 
ments slmll be dlreatly responsible. 

While I am of the opinion that the 
Mayor should be given at. least a two years’ 
term, yet the new charter as a whole is so 
far superior to the old, that 1 think every 
good citizen should heartily further its 
adoption. - J 

Tin* faithful and painstaking efforts of 
the mein hern of tin* committee should re- 
ceive the gratitude of their fellow citizens. 

I desire to call your attention to the 
present condition of what was once Bul- 
lough’s Pond. 

I sincerely hope that such action shall bo 
taken as will secure to tlie city for all time, 
this formerly beautiful feature of our land- 
scape. 

The owners of tlie property stand ready 
to donate it to tin* city, nnd to contribute 
liberally to its improvement. 

As the Mayor is present ut the City Hall 
more than any chairman of a committee 
can lie, and therefore more cognizant of tlie 
necessities there, I would suggest that the 
appropriations for City Hall and inciden- 
tals lx* placed in his hands for expenditure. 

This is no innovation hut is tne custom 
of other cities. 

There should be some provision made for 
the cleaning of ico and snow from tlie side- 
walks in front of city buildings. 

It is hardly equitable to oblige our citi- 
zens to care for theii own sidewalks, and 
travel over uncleaned paths adjoining city 
property. 

In tiie matter of licenses I would recoin* 
mend that all applications bo referred to 
tlie City Marshal for his approval, before 
further action and that no junk licenses lie 
granted to parties outside the limits of the 
city. 

The various committees were urged nt 
tlie beginning of the last year, to keep 
strictly within their appropriations, nnd by 
their success in doing so, they have set you 
a worthy example which. I trust you will 
faith fully follow. 

And now I cordially welcome you to tlie 
duties and responsibilities of tlie coming 
year. 

Unlike myself, your only compensation 
for faithful service, will bo the conscious- 
ness of duty well done. 

No Newton official need fear having pro- 
nounced upon him the “Woe unto you 
when all men slmll speak well of you,’’ for 
press, pen and speech will criticize, mis- 
represent and misjudge you. 

Your good deeds will be passed over in 
silence, and your mistakes or failures to 
please will be magnified into misdemeanors.

THE CITY TREASURER'S REPORT. 


The question of the finances of the city 
is of such overshadowing importance nt 
the present time, that we give in full on 
another page the annual report of the city 
treasurer, of the expenditures and receipts 
of the city for 1896. That the office work 
in the treasury department has been well 
done Is shown by the very flattering report 
of the expert accountant who has just com- 
pleted an examination of the books. 

The following summary of the debt of 
the city will be read with interest:

In the last three years the city debt has 
been doubled, and during the last year it 
has been increased by the sum of $750,385.- 
09, which is ‘certainly a rather alarming 
rate of increase. 

By the treasurer’s report it will be seen 
that $437,257.56 of this was for the widen- 
ing of Washington street; $82,298.74 for the 
widening of Park and Tremont streets, and 
$95,546.43 for Commonwealth avenue, 
though $10,991 should be deducted from 
the latter, and $2,457.20 from Park and 
Tremont streets, for the payment of bet- 
terments, leaving $138,738.56 as the increase 
in debt for other purposes. 

During the year bonds and notes to the 
amount of $762,000 have been sold, and the 
premiums from these amount to $47,493.10, 
which was applied to the sinking funds, and 
of course reduced the net debt just that 
amount. 

The amount received from taxes during 
the year was $750,268.92, or less than the 
total increase of debt during the year. 

But the great public improvements 
which called for such an expenditure of 
money are in great measure provided for, 
so tliat we may hope that the city govern- 
ment will be uble to get along without go- 
ing outside of the regular appropriations, 
which amount to the very handsome sum 
of $995,271.05 for the year we have just en- 
tered. 

The city debt limit will not allow of 
much increase for the present year, and if 
the new city council resolutely refuses to 
listen to demands for extruvagunt improve- 
ments, it may be possible to reduce the 
tax rate another year, and get the affairs of 
the city again on the old-fashioned footing, 
when we Hid not have to anticipate the 
future to such an extent. 


THE MAYOR’S INAUGURAL. 


Mayor Cobb’s second inaugural is an in- 
teresting document, containing many 
details about city affuirs. Having had 
a year’s experience in office, the mayor 
is in a position to speak witli knowl- 
edge of many things, concerning which lie 
knew but little a year ago. The business 
of the city is now so vast, and its depart- 
ments require so much money to keep them 
going, that the new members will need all 
the instruction they can get to enable them 
to act wisely the coming year. 

One of tlie most important subjects is 
the city debt, and it is to be regretted that 
nmiedelailsarenot given. It has increased 
three quarters of a million the past year, 
the debt limit has been reached, or nearly 
so, tlie taxes are higher than ever before, 
audit is very important to impress the new 
members w ith the importance of economy 
in all the departments, und to postpone all 
schemes for further improvements, until 
some portion of the present debt is paid 
off, and our interest account ceases to 
be the largest item in our yearly expendi- 
tures. 

Mayor Cobb recommends certain im- 
provements, such us tlie extension of the 
sewer system to Lower and Upper Falls, 
tlie alteration of tlie old Pierce school 


j The demand for room for the engineer s 
' department will not be so pressing as soon 
| as the grade-crossing business is over, for 
; the widening of Washington street and 
I the extension of the now boulevard are 
I about completed, and unless other lnrge 
I schemes are entered upon, the business of 
the department will return to its normal 
condition. All these are questions that 
must ho looked at from every side, and for 
this reason the Mayor Invites the attention 
of the council to them. 

The work of the various city departments 
Is commended, and In a general way infor- 
mation is given concerning them. Some 
humorous references are made to the .success 
i of the new regulations compelling tramps to 
“scratch gravel’’ for their breakfast, and 
to the school hoard's introduction of 
“scientific whittling" into the grammar 
grades. 

In closing the Mayor referred in a witty 
way to the trials public officials must ex. 
poet, but he di<l not intend to have his 
statements taken too seriously, as some 
have been Inclined to do. In Newton, 
more than in most cities, the people reach 
a very just estimate of thd value and effici- 
ency of an official's services, and are more 
than willing to give full recognition there- 
for. Of course officials must expect to be 
criticized, but those who misrepresent and 
misjudge are the exceptions. 

The past year with its many great enter- 
prises, necessitating correspondingly great 
expenditures, would have been a difficult 
one for any mayor, and it was especially so 
for one who took office right in the midst 
of the work, without the advantage of pre- 
I vious experience in the city government, 

I but the people have fully appreciated this, 

' and therefore gave Mayor Cobb the honor 
of a unanimous . re-eleetlon, which is a 
pretty solid vindication of the fairness of 
the people of Newton. 


The Boston Record distinguished itself 
with Its pictures of the new mayors in- 
augurated on Monday. It had John C- 
Cobb as mayor of New ton, with a picture 
of the stranger, and we suppose the pictures 
of the other mayors were as correctly 
given. 


The State tax will be Increased this 
year, as the expenditures will exceed those 
of last year by over a million dollars. Evi_ 
dently the new state house, and other ox. 
travagant legislation schemes are to be 
heard from.

When lie entered, lie ranked 28 in a class 
of 68 . He is a son of Maj. S. A. Ranlett, 
the city treasurer of Newton, who feels 
disappointed on account of his son’s in- 
ability to return, but realizes tlie serious 
nature of the cuse.

For years he was a conspicuous 
figure in tlie old West Newton Lyceum 
debates and measured swords with the late 
Thomas Drew and others prominent in 
those days in tlie Democratic party.

Drew, at one time one of tlie editors of the 
Herald, and a man of great ability, found 
in Mr. Stacy one who wus always ready to 
meet argument with argument on tlie 
question of protection vs free trade or any 
other important issue upon which the two 
great parties agreed to disagree. The two 
men were neighbors and friends, but each 
from conscientious motives stoutly defend- \ 
ed tlie principles they believed in. During !

—Mr. Geo. dies ter man, employed by 
Miller Hatch was quite badly Injured 
Saturday, by the horse he was driving, be- 
coming frghtened, as lie was near tho 
North school, and running down the long 
hill, colliding with a coal cart at the bot- 
ton, throwing him and his son from the 
wagon. He was assisted to Sears’ drug 
store, where Dr. Freeman dressed his 
wounds about the head, requiring twelve 
stitches to be tuken. 

—Rev. Dr. Rodney if. Howard, recently 
one of Newton’s pastors, died at his resi- 
dence iu Oakdale, on Sunday morning last, 
at the age of (5.3. Dr. Howard was a mem- 
ber iu regular standing of the New England 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, having joined that body in lWHi. 
He was a graduate of the University of 
Vermont, and received from his alma 
mater the degree of Ph. J)., in ’93. For 
over thirty years he was engaged in the 
active work of the ministry, filling various 
pulpits iu the conference. From April ’93 
to April ’95, ho was pastor of the Methodist 
church ut the Lower Falls. At the time of 
his death he was pastor of the Methodist 
church in Oakdale, to which place he was 
sent by his conference in ’95. As a preach- 
er, Dr. Howard was true to the doctrines 
of his church, uud vigorous in attacking 
the follies ami vices of his time. In addi- 
tion to his clerical duties, Dr. Howard was 
for a number of years devoted to literary 
work, and his contributions to the various 
religious papers of the day wore many and 
diversified iu character. As is usually the 
ease with men of literary tastes, Dr. How- 
ard was of a retiring character, not fond 
of the busy strife of tho outside world, but 
to those who were fortunate enough to sc 
cure his friendship, lie proved himself a 
kind ami true friend, full of sympathy, and 
always ready to bestow the word of en- 
couragement and commendation. He 
leaves a widow and one daughter.

AN ACT TO AhOLIili TAXATION, AND TO 
it Kit 1 v k I'lim.tc rkvk.nuks from 
LAND VALt'KS. 

Whereas Tiie rental value of land and 
other natural opportunities is a social pro- 
duct. created solely by the entire 00 m 
muinty, and in ureases in proportion to the 
density, wealth, intelligence and in rail tv 
of tho population; and can in justioe be- 
long neither to landlord nor tenant who do 
nut produuo it, but to the whole com- 
munity; and 

Whereas; Tiie chief cause of iuvoluutar) 
poverty, and of crime und of public discon- 


tent and misery is due to the Injustice of 
those laws which perpetuate private 
ownership of land, thereby denying to men 
the equal natural right to the use of the 
earth, and therefore to the means of life: 
and which also rob the general public of 
tiie ground rents which the general public 
alone create, allowing th**m to lie appro- 
priated by private individuals who have 
not earned them : 

Be it therefore enacted that on the 1st 
day of May, IPoo, all taxes imposed for 
public revenue, except those on land 
values, shall be abolished, and from tlmt 
date the ground rents, or site values of the 
whole nation shall alone constitute the 
public revenue, nud shall be paid into the 
public treasury. 

With the object in view that Newton may 
obtain from the State Legislature “Local 
Option" or “Home Rule in Taxation, the 
club voted to make formal request of tin* 
city council to Incorporate into its proposed 
new charter the following section 

TAXATION. 

Tiie city council may by ordinance from 
time to time provide that all taxes required 
to be levied or assessed by the board of as- 
sessors, shall be assessed on land values 
irrespective of improvements or on other 
property. 

A full hour and a half of the evening was 
given to questions and discussion, full of 
interest and zest.

NEWTON CHIRP OF POLICE THINKS IfF. 

HAS PUROEI) THE ( ITT OF THEM. 

Chief Charles F. Richardson of the New- 
ton police department has completed his 
report of the work of his department for 
1890. The report shows a marked increase 
in the number of arrests and an increase in 
the efficiency of the department is noted. 

Tiie Nonantum district no longer fur- 
nishes the majority of arrests, but Newton 
and West Newton both pais it in the num- 
ber of persons taken into custody. 

The total number of arrests for the year 
was 1123, against 993 in 1395. Of these 
W70 were males and 17 females, 430 were 
native and 884 foreign born, sip were resi- 
dents of Newton and non-residents. 
One hundred and one occupations were 
represented by the prisoners, and 124 ar- 
rests were of minors. 

The principal causes of arrest were: 
Drunkenness 0 h 4, disturbance 120, break- 
ing and entering 12, cruelty to animals », 
simple larceny 40 , violation of city ordi- 
natueJl. insanity 16. The argest number' 
of arrests w ere made in September, 130. 
and the smallest number. 57, in January. 

Arrests are credited to the stations as 
follows: .Station 1, Newton, 210; station 
1 2. Nonantum, 18'.*; station 3, headquarters. 

West Newton, (448; station 4. Newton Cen- 
: tre, 75. 

The patrol w agon at headquarters made 
I 79s runs, covering 24*1 miles, and is credit- 
i ed with 719 arrests. 

The number of cases investigated was 
' 508; assistance was rendered in 40 cases. 

; ami 80 accidents were reported. On va- 
j rions raids 169 gallons of liquor were 
I seized, and the department was so success- 
ful in dealing with the illegal liquor traffic 
that the city is now practically free from 
kitchen bar rooms. 

The number of tramps lodged was 3209, 
and a decided decrease in the number is 
i noted since lodgers have been compelled to 
: work in the California street gravel pit 
| four hours. 

'The amount of stolen property recovered 
during the year was $2389, and it is noted 
that the city has been almost exempt from 
burglaries during the year. The increase 
in the number of arrests is ascribed to the 
increase in the number of patrolmen and 
the thousands of foreign laborers employed 
on the Boston <fc Albany's excavation and 
i other public works.

He 
was made chairman of two committees, 
and a member of a third, of which he 
would have been chairman, but for the 
fact that the place belonged by courtesy to 
Senator Soule of New Bedford. The lat- 
ter is the successor of President Butler, and

With great unanimity Sena- 
tor Harwood was agreed upon as a man 
who was of the requisite legal knowledge, 
incorruptible in his dealings, and well 
fitted to speak for the interests committed 
to him upon the floor of the Senate. When 
it began to be felt that New Beil ford would 
after all get the two chairmanships, it was 
agreed that the best man to bo the legal 
member of the body was by all odds Sena- 
tor Harwood, so there he is. In the mean- 
time, he is chairman of the important 
countv committee, which was the result of 
the agitation of Senator Fred Ballinger of 
Cambridge, and cruelly left by him to its 
fate, in order that he might be the captain 
of the Metropolitan committee. As chair- 
man of the committee on constitutional 
amendments, Senator Harwood will proba- 
bly be compelled to preside over a number 
of woman suffrage hearings, for the suf- 
fragists are usually disposed to ask amend- 
ments, among other reforms. 

It may yet be found that Senator Bal- 
linger had a method in getting off the 
county committee beyond simple ambition 
to head the most important, all things con- 
sidered, of the committees. Perhaps he is 
getting ready to put the Middlesex county 
commission on trial, as the commissioners 
of Norfolk were tried in last year’s investi- 
gation, and perhaps he thinks it wiser for 
him to keep off the committee which he 
may have to ask to investigate. It is a 
very peculiar thing that the people of Nor- 
folk are almost unanimous— if we except 
those of Brookline and Quincy— in the 
opinion that the county to investigate is 
Middlesex, and not Norfolk. But of course 
they know nothing about it. My own idea 
is that Ballinger is pretty well satisfied to 
see the former chairman of the Middlesex 
commissioners, Mr. Heed, off of it, and is 
quite willing to let time and the next elec- 
tion deal with Mr. Upham, while Mr. 
Bigelow has already passed through the 
ordeal at the polls. 

But Senator Harwood will have some- 
thing of a problem in llie Norfolk oise. 
Brookline seems bent upon impeachment 
proceedings. His committee may have to 
deal with the subject first. Then the 
house must act, ana before articles of im- 
peachment cun be drawn, the whole sub- 
ject must be gone into by the lower branch. 
If it votes to ask impeachment of Commis- 
sioner Morrill, the senate must sit as a 
court, and the best judges believe that they 
cannot reach any sort of a decision in less 
than six weeks. Should this turn out to be 
the program, all the laudable efforts the 
speaker is now making to expedite business 
by afternoon hearings by committees, will 
be in vain, and August will still see us 
sweltering on Beacon Hill. The prospect 
is not alluring, and so it seems probable 
that Brookline will ask impeachment in 
vain. * 

But the committee on counties, nuyerthe- 
less, will have to act on that big lull of ex- 
pense contracted by tin* Norfolk commis- 
sioners last year, in their effort to free 
themselves from the charges made. It 
cost $37,000 for lawyers, witnesses, etc. 
This bill the county treasurer has refused 
to pay, until ordered by the courts, but the 
legislature must make provision for it, 
nevertheless, for the court may decide that 
it must be puid. 

Senator Harwood was not the only New- 
ton ma.ii treated handsomely last Monday. 
Mr. Hayward of the house goes upon the 
committee on banks and banking, while 
Mr. Pickard is placed as the Newton mem- 
ber of the committee on metropolitan af 
fairs, a committee th; 
sought by many imp . 

That committee on metropolitan attain 
will have to deal with the great elevated 
railroad scheme for Boston, which is unl-

Manual Training. 

In view of the recent action of the school 
board, the following extracts from an ad- 
dress upon Sloyd recently delivered by Mr. 
Gustaf Larsson, principal of the Sloyd 
Training School, North Bennett street, 
Boston, may prove of interest to our 
readers. Mr. Larsson says: 

Manual training should not be introduced 
into schools because certain teachers take 
a fancy to it, or because persons having 
technical skill like to work in it. Our 
school courses are already overcrowded, 
the expense of carrying on the schools is 
already great. We should not be justified 
in introducing any subject unless it is an 
absolute necessity, unless a careful study 
of the growing child convinces us that his 
welfare demands it. 

The chief value of the form of manual 
training which I present to you. is not that 
it will help our children to earn their liv- 
ing, to be better fitted for a trade, or to find 
out their professional bent,— these are 
good aims, and ends which will, and ought 
to be considered, but the real purpose of 
general education is not to fit for trades, it 
is not the business of the public schools. 
What is the aim of education? is the ques- 
tion that teachers and promoters of special- 
ties should constantly ask themselves? Is 
it not to make life happy and heuithy, to 
form good mental habits, to give power in 
active doing? That is my idea of its mis- 
sion and I only share the feeling expressed 
by our best educators. A recent writer in 
the Educational lieview says, “Without 
our knowing it, the social ideal of a full, 
free, happy human life for every boy and 
girl, born or brought into our midst, has 
gained possession of our minds and hearts.” 

The Kind of woodwork in which 1 be- 
lieve is what is called sloyd. Sloyd is not a 
set of models. It is not a prescribed 
course of exercises. It is not the use of 
ceitaiu tools. Sloyd is tool work, so ar- 
ranged and employed as to stimulate and 
promote vigorous intelligent self-activity 
tor a purpose which the boy recognizes as 
good. “The spontaneous exercise of the 
erAffive faculties for a useful and good end 
is a moral tonic. The mere acquisition of 
skill is not necessarily so.” Thus it will 
be seen, that when a manual training 
teacher says that he lias partly sloyd and 
partly some other systems, it is the same

CHILI) STUDY. 


AN ELOQUENT DESCRIPTION OK THIS 
1 AS( INAT1NO NK.W STITHY. 

Tho third in the series of lectures on 
Educational topics, under tho auspices of 
the Newton Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
was given at tho ball of the new Clatlin 
school building, on Tuesday evening, be- 
fore an audience tiiut completely filled tho 
hall. Senator Harwood presided, and an- 
nounced the dates of tho remaining three 
lectures, to he given by Mr. Goo. II. Mar- 
tin, of the Boston hoard of supervisors, 
President Thicker of Dartmouth, and 
President Eliot of Harvard. 

Mr. Bussell, the principal of the State 
Normal school at Worcester, one of the 
lending educators In this country, was 
then Introduced to speak on "Child Study, ’ 
one of the new educational reforms, which 
he made very fascinating. Mr. Bussell is 
an easy and graceful speaker, and his lec- 
ture of an hour and a half was listened to 
with the closest attention. 1 1 is apt quota- 
tions and witty references relieved Hie 
subject from the usual dryness of eduoa. 
tional talks, and at the close of tho lecture 
there was a half hour or more of cross- 
questioning between the audience and tho 
speaker, which was even more entertain- 
ing than the lecture itself. 

“Child Study” is an attempt to fit our 
educational methods to children, in opposi- 
tion to the old fashioned way of fitting 
children to our educational methods, which 
is still followed in our schools. Tho kin- 
dergarten is an introduction of the new 
method, the result of tho intelligent appli- 
cation of methods to the nature of children. 
The child is born with all the past as 
its inheritance, and an intelligent study of 
the child will reveal all tho past history of 
mankind. It has first the savage period, 
and from this it gradually develops into 
higher states. A healthy child is a univer- 
sal mimic, it imitates everything it sees 
or hears about, it is a soldier, and 
sailor, and explorer, and everything by 
turns, and it is this faculty of imitation 
which develops it, and makes it acquainted 
with the new world iu which it lives. In 
its play it forgets itself, and is wliat it pre- 
tends to ho for tho time being, and all its 
trials and troubles sink out of sight in its 
happy mimicry. In play no work is too 
hard, no bruises hurt, and the whole-heart- 
ed little actor strengthens and develops all 
its powers of mind and body. Our educa- 
tional methods have not taken advantage 
of this faculty of children, but we have 
put restraints around them on every side, 
and made study hard and laborious, iu 
ordor to make men and women prematurely 
out of them. A teacher does not get at tho 
real child, and the relations between them 
are such that this is impossible, unless per- 
haps lie can witness them in their play, 
either by sharing it or by overlooking it 
from an unseen standpoint. The study of 
the child has but iust begun, a great mass 
of observations have been collected, and 
while they teach us something, tho Darwin 
has not yet come, who can gather up all 
these observations and tell us what they 
mean, and just what we should do to edu- 
cate them in Hie best way. We are still 
groping and getting valuable hints, but 
close and careful study, and the compari- 
son of a great mass of observations must 
be had before our conclusions will be of 
value. There is always the danger, also, 
that our study is concerned simply with an 
individual child, instead of the universal 
child. The lecturer paid a high tribute to 
tilt: work of Froebel, who hud taught US to 
follow natural methods in the kindergar- 
ten, and referred to many of the high 
authorities, who have written and worked 
for the new reform. 

At the close of the lecture, questions 
were asked of the speaker from the teach- 
ers and others present, which showed how 
closely they had followed him, and the be- 
lievers that some hard and fast rule can be 
found to decide all cases,tried to educe some- 
thing on which they could pin their faith. 
But Mr. Bussell is too broad a man to be- 
lieve in any patent rule3 or methods, and 
iiis answers seemed dictated, as one listen- 
er said, by “inspired common sense.” 

Some amusement was caused by Mr. 
Howes of the school board, asking what 
he thought of the adoption of iimnual 
training by the schools, with refeience to 
tlie recent introduction of the teaching of 
Sloyd in the Newton schools. Mr. Bussell 
saiu that the great trouble was the too 
great system izat ion of such training, it 
was made work, instead of play, and so 
was unproductive of the highest good. 
The old system where the boys on a farm 
hud to make their own sleds and other 
playthings was the ideal one. Another 
questioner asked, if he believed then in 
giving a boy a set of tools and letting him 
do what lie would witli them. Mr. Bussell 
laughed and said that was what he did with 
his own boys. 

After the lecture, many of the teachers 
romuined for an informal visit with Mr. 
Bussell, lint d the time for him to take the 
train for Worcester.

Although the I 
vote In favor of the combine wus unani- j 
tnous, there is, it is said, some strong op- 
position, which will ho evidenced when the i 
executive committee’s action is presented 1 
for ratification. 

At 8..’in o’clock the company assembled in | 
the upper hall. Iteports were received 
from the various officers and the executive j 
committee, showing that the past year had i 
been a very satisfactory one from both a j 
financial and social standpoint. President I 
Powers in a brief speech congratulated the I 
club on its success in the year past. Be- 
fore the report of tlio executive committee 
had been accepted, there was some com- 
ment upon the lack of hospitality upon the 
part of the members. Bemarks were made 
bv Mr. Edward T. Fearing, Mr. K. B. 
Towle, Mr. Frederick Johnson and Presi- 
dent Powers. 

The proposition of the N. A. A. was 
then stated by President Powers. The as- 
sociation owned .’>0(),00() sq. ft. of land. It 
had cost them altogether about $<m0o. 
Through conducting these sports they had 
always made it pay. The land was held 
by two bonds. It was worth from 8 to 10 
cents a foot. President Powers said he 
did not wish to appear as advising the 
club to accept the proposition, but thought 
the athletic association deserving of sup- 
port front the Newton Club. The transfer 
of -Jo members, who would be admitted 
without an initiation fee, would bring in a 
sufficient sum to cover the equity. We 
agree, lie continued, to keep the grounds 
open for 5 years. The association’s debt is 
about $500. 

Mr. Coolidge followed favoring the 
proposition. Ilis remarks were endorsed 
by Messrs. E. H. Mason, Frederick Joint- 
son, James W. French, E. B. Towle, and 
Edward T. Fearing. It was shown that 
the membership would add u young and 
healthy element to the club, that it would 
give an impetus to the proposed departure 
in athletic sports, which the club intended 
to take, and which could not he acquired 
otherwise. The grounds of the N. A. A. 
would also be found available for baseball, 
cricket, lawn tennis, athletic events and 
football. 

It was also shown that the purchase of 
laud would he a profitable real estate ven- 
ture. A great many of the south side resi- 
dents would he induced to join through 
this. It would greatly increase the sup- 
port of the club, which wus very desirable 
front the south side residents. 

After further discussion the club voted 
to authorize the executive committee to ud- 
mit, w ithout initiation fee, -lo members of 
the N. A. A. into the Newton club, to pur- 
chase the association’s laud at Newton 
Centre for $2000. and to keep the grounds 
open for athletic sports for at least five 
years. It was also voted to admit a large 
number of junior members, who will enjoy 
the use of tiie field and tennis courts, but 
not the privileges of the clubhouse.

THE DEBT LIMIT. 

The increase of the city debt has mode 
the question of the debt limit of consider- 
able interest, and in response to numerous , 
inquiries, it might be said that the law j 
fixes the limit of debts a city can incur as | 
2 1-2 per cent, of the average valuation for 
the preceding three years. In the case of | 
Newton this is $1,170,039.10. 

We have a total debt of $4,880,613, but 
$3,705,000 of this has been exempted. The 
net city debt not exempted, is $ 001 , 051 . so, 
but to this must be added $200,000 or over, 
which the new high school building will 
cost so that the net borrowing capacity of 
the city is now only about $ 118 ,ooo. 

This is a good margin, if it is kept intact, 
but it is not safe to reduce it much lower, 
as at any time unforseen expenses might 
have to be made, such as would follow the 
burning of any of the city buildings, ex- 
traordinary damages by Hoods, or in a 
number of other ways. As long as we 
have that margin we are ready for emer- 
gencies, and in the course of a few years, 
the increase in the sinking funds, the pay- 
ing off of the obligations already incurred, 
and the increase of valuation, would en- 
large the limit again. 


There has been in certain quarters a 1 
disposition to reflect on past administra- 
tions of th^Jinancial affairs of the city by 
stating that money received from sewer 
assessments has been used to defray in part 
the running expenses of the city, instead of 
being applied to the sinking fund and con- 
struction account. In this way it was in- 
timated the tax rate had been kept at a 
lower figure than it otherwise would have 
been. The facts are that each year up to 
ism;, all the money received from sewer as- 
sessments lias been properly applied. The 
practice has been for the treasurer to use 
the receipts from this source for geueral 
purposes, and at the opening of the follow- 
ing financial year to pay by vote of the 1 
finance committee, the total amount of 
sueli assessments received the preceding , 
year, in to the sinking fund and construe- 
tion account. As a rule the treasurer did I 
this by borrowing against the tuxes to be j 
levied the following fall. Thus, the assess- | 
ments paid in 1892 were paid over to the 
proper accounts in 1893, and the necessary J 
money raised to pay them thro igli [ 
the taxes of ’!13. This practice was fol- ' 
lowed os has been said until liifiti, the last 
money being paid into the sinking fund 
eurly in 1895. The failure to do this lust ; 
year can hardly be said to reflect on any 
one, owing to the illness of City Treasurer J 
Kendrick, and his inability to be at the 
office after the opening of the year. His 
successor, of course, being new to city 
affairs, and the mayor being also unac- 
quainted with municipal bookkeeping, 
knew nothing of this practice, and they can 
not fairly be criticised for neglect to carry 
out the usual payment in this case. Some 
sensational stories about the amount in- 
volved have been published in the Boston 
papers, but the sum is much less than they 
have stated and amounts to only about 
fciio.noo. The payments for the last two 
years must of course be paid this year. 

The publioat l m "i tie- city 1 1 oa surei - 
report in lust week’s Graphic caused a 
great demand for the paper, us the tux-pay- 
ers were anxious to see where the money 
hud gone tiiat had so largely increased the 
city's debt. It went in all sorts of ways, 
as last year’s city government had a fond- 
ness for giving notes for all sorts of thing*. 
The new High School building, which 
many think might have just us well been 
postponed for eight years, till some of the 
city debt i* paid, took some of it, uud will 
take over $200, ono before tiie work is com- 
pleted, uud tbere were expenses of $ 10,000 
or so here uud there which made up the 
large total. As in eight years over a 
million of the city debt will be due and 
p lid, tli is saving an enormous sum iu in- 
terest, it does not seem wise to engage iu 
uny expensive undertakings thut can be 
avoided until after that dute. The present 
city council, it is suid, are uuuuimous iu 
the resolve to do nothing to increase tiie 
debt during their term of office, uud it is 
to be hoped that they will adhere to this 
resolution. The city’s credit could hurdly 
stand a repetition of lust year s liberal 
expenditure. 

Mi;. Louie d. Bit 4 hue te retUei pane 
lysed the committee iu charge of the tariff 
hearings by his cheek in appearing iu be- 
half of that "forgotten inun/i the con- 
sumer. The committee could hardly be- 
lieve but that lie must represent some 
special interest that wuuted some of the 
plunder, or "a fat slice of tiie tariff pork," 
us it is culled.

Its elevation j 
and extensive views make one of t ie most j 
desirable sections to be found abo it Bos- I 
ton. 


It it said thut no pumping plant will be 
necessary for the Lower Falls sewer, as 
it will be built along the line of tiie river, 
beginning near tiie Weston bridge and 
continuing near the bank to the Lower ' 
Falls, When tiie factories are nil connect- 
ed with the sewer much of the pollution 
of the water will cease, which will make 
the river more enjoyable for boating, and 
it is also hoped, will do away witli malaria 
which now is so prevalent at certain sea- 
sons, in the neighborhood of the river.

During tlio closing days of tho civil war 
n detachment of Federal cavalry rode Into 
the picturesque town of Washington, Gn., 
and within a few moments nftor tho ar- 
rival of tho newcomers their comnmndcr 
stood at tho front door of a large, old fash- 
ioned mansion. The visitor’s mission was 
soon made known. Ho desired to soo Gen- 
eral Robert Toombs, and, in fact, was so 
anxious to see him that ho was willing to 
put himself to no end of trouble to moot 
him. Tho cavalry captain wont In, found 
that tho owner of tho house was not at 
home, which statement was half way true, 
because at that very instant General 
Toombs was making Ids way to the gardou 
gate, where he had a swift horso in readi- 
ness for him. The Confederate loader lost 
no tinu in mounting his steed, and before 
another hour ho was many miles away in 
a part of tho county which had not then 
been visited by tho invadora 

For days tho gray coated fugitive trnvol 
ed, exorcising tho utmost vlgilanoe and 
spending his nights with tho most trust, 
worthy frionds of the lost causo. Flnally- 
when the coast was clear, he mndo his way 
to Culm and spent a few wcoks with tho 
sympathizers of tho Confederacy in Ha- 
vana. There were reasons, however, why 
tho general should not return home at 
that time, and ho was not long in making 
Ids arrangements to take a steamer for 
Europe. 

When he landed at Liverpool, General 
Toombs wns short of funds. Ho had sent 
a message to his wlfo from Cuba, but did 
not know whether sho would roceive it or 
whethor sho would ho ablo to raise any 
money for him. llo was in an embarrass- 
ing fix. A stranger in a strange li4nd, 
with only a fow dollars, he did not know 
which way to turn. With his royal disre- 
gard of money ho invested in a first class 
ticket to London nnd boarded tho train 
with less than $5 in his pocket. Whut to 
do when ho reuchod the metropolis was tho 
qusstion. Tho Confederacy had collapsed, 
and its few friends in England woro not 
likely to be in a condition to aid thorcfiigeo 
even if they should fed so disposed. 

Tho solitary pussonger was studying tho 
situation when a new fellow traveler caino 
into his compartment at one of tho way 
stations. Tho now arrival was a London 
lawyer of distinction, and a glance satis- 
fied him that tho muu sitting opposite was 
Robort Toombs, an ex-member of tho 
Coufeflornto cabinet, an ox-Confederate 
• “moral and a famous American lawyer. 
*he Londoner lmd soon tho other's picture 
in tho illustrutcd papers, and lie hail heard 
something of him on one of his visits to 
tlio United States. 

"Excuse mo,” ho said. "But isn’t this 
General Toombs of Georgia?" 

Tho American responded with some sur- 
prise, but in 11 few moments the two wore 
conversing with the freedom of old friends, i 
The Englishman was a man of tact, uud 
there were many things in common lie- j 
tween him and tho Georgian In the 
oourse of tho conversation ho brought up u 
subject in which he was greatly interested 1 
—a case for some British claimants involv- 
ing the title to largo lunded interests in 
the southwestern part of the United states. 
Tlio pe nl less ex-Confederate little know 
01 * tho good fortune awaiting him. He 
simply knew thut ho hud met 11 bright 
brother lawyer, and out of tho ahundanoe 
of his intellectual und professional re- 
sources ho entertained him as lie would a 
guest ut his own fireside. Perhaps an 
hour liml been spent in talking over tiie 
case, when the Londoner came down to 
business. 

"General Toombs,” he said, ‘‘how long 
will you stop iu London, uiul where can 1 
sec you?” 

"1 oxpeot to stay several weeks,” was 
tho answer, "and my address will ho the 
Lunghuin.” 

"Would you mind coming into this case 
us consulting counsel?”

.shortly after lids tiie exile yielded to the 
many urgent requests of ids friends at i 
home and returned to Georgia. Perhaps 
no other Coulederute who visited Europe 
made a more brilliant reputation iu so 
short a time.

CHURCH OF THE NATIVITY. 

Tlio Venerable Building That Marks the 
llirthphicn of Christ. 

Wo return in time to soo tho procosslon 
of bishops, priests uud people that is form- 
ing in tlio square in front of tlio church. 
Each is dressed in Ids most gorgoous robos. 
Turkish soldiers line both sides of tlio 
street to keep tho way open for tho proces- 
sion to puss. The Latin patriarch of Je- 
rusalem has just arrived. The procession 
of priests, carrying banners and immonse 
candles, meets him, thon turns, and all go 
Into tlio Latin ciuipel through tho mnin 
entrance. Following, we uro surprised to 
find tlio mnin outranco so small. It can 
admit but o^o at a time, and that onb 
must stoop to enter. From tho masonry 
it can bo seen that the entrance was once 
much larger. The reason for tho change 
was that the Mohmnmodans at one time 
did all in their power to injure and annoy 
tlio Christians, and even used to ride on 
horseback into tho very church. Tho door, 
thnroforo, was mndo small to protect tho 
ohurch from this sacrilege. 

Once inside, wo see we aro In a very nn- 
oiont structure. Part of tho masonry dittos 
from tlio time of Constantino, who build a 
magnificent basilica on this sito about the 
year 330 of our ora. A II wo can see of the 
oldost work, however, probably dutos from 
not later than Justinian's time, about 550 
A. I). In any caso, tho church Is a vener- 
able building, and it has witnessed some 
stirring scones. In it Baldwin tlio cru- 
sader wus crowned king of Jerusalem. It 
has been repaired u number of times, and 
once, when it needed a now roof, King 
Edward IV of England gave tho load to 
make one. This was about the year 1482. 
The load roof did good sorvico for about 
200 years, nnd might have lasted much 
longer had not tlio Mohammedans melted 
it up to make bullets. However, another 
roof was soon provided. 

Inside the building consists of a nave 
and (loublo aislca Tho aisles are separated 
by two rows of columns made of rod lime- 
stone. Those columns have plain basos 
end uro surmounted by Corinthian capi- 
tals. Thoy aro 10 feet high, und at tho top 
of eueh a cross is engraved. Tho church is 
now owned liy the Latin, Greek and Ar- 
menian Christians. — Edwin S. Wallace in 
St. Nicholas. 


Wlieu Oort Crntu Are Dangcroa*. 

“There is no danger in eating soft 
shelled crabs,” observed nn epicure, “if 
they are fresh, but thoy uro poison if they 
are not. Thev should bo well seasoned, 
uud un extra, lot of pepper put on them as 
n precaution, especially if tho weather is 
very hot when they uro eaten or if they 
are eaten shortly before ono retires. It is 
tho liahit of many persons to cut soft 
shelled crabs at nighttime. 1 do not know 
but that they taste bettor thou. It is some- 
wimt dangerous to many to drink milk 
after eating crabs. Milk seems to develop 
tlio colic tlmi follows eutiug soft shelled 
era b8 with some persons. 

“ Another thing that should ix) remem- 
bered, and that is u shurp thunderstorm 
will kill soft shell crabs, uml even the hard 
shelled crab at times. Unless tho soft 
shelled crab lias been cooked beforo tho 
thunderstorm I think the safer plan would 
bo to decline to cut it. Under all other 
comlitiuus there is no danger in puriukiug 
of tiioiu, lor 1 do not think any ono would 
bo criminal enough to cook a dead crab, 
lmrd or soft shell. Tlio proper way to kill 
u ( rub is to t brow him into a kettle of boil- 
ing water. 1 know that some people think 
tliis is cruel, but it is no mure cruel than 
to stub them with a needle or kill them 
with clilnrutorm, IIS I have known sumo 
extra sensir.ivo persons to do. '’—Washing- 
ton fcstur.

When in 14H.6 the division of tlie Saxon 
lands was made' between the brothers, 
Elector Ernst and Duke Albert, Dresden 
fell to the latter. Since then it lias re- 
mained in possession of the Albert line as 
their residence. 

The son of Albert, George the Bearded, 
extended and strengthened the fortifica- 
tions of Dresden and erected the “Tlior- 
hausban, * the so-called George Castle, 
with tlie George Gate still standing. 

George’s successor, Henry the Pious, in 
1**39 introduced tlie reformation. Under 
Duke, later Elector, Moritz (1541-1553), was 
built the stately Schlossban, (Sohlosska- 
pelleaportal). The foundation of the 
science ami art collections was laid by the 
following Prince, Augustus. The period 
which has given the architectural character 
of Dresden its peculiar magnificence, be- 
gins in tlie reign of the Electoral Prince, 
Frederic Augustus I, (11504-1733), who as 
King of Poland, was called Augustus 11. 

Under him rose tlie Zcvinger, the Japan- 
ese Palace, the Blockhouse and the present 
Frauenkirche. His son, Fred. Aug. 11, (as 
King of Poland, Aug. Ill), built the 
cathedral of Dresden, the Catholic court 
church. 

Also here in Dresden, as in Berlin, tlie 
law that all strangers coming and making a 
visit only, shall he reported to the police 
by those who receive them as guests. 
Hence Fraulein Butschneider reported us, 
and m the “Auzeiger” we appeared as 
“Mi. Pickard and family from Burlingame," 
with the additional syllable “Rent,” which 
tells the shopkeepers and others that we 
are people living on the interest of invest- 
ments. not farmers, boot blacks, machinists. 
“Now,” says Madame Betclmiider, “you 
will get circulars.” And so it was. The 
lirst received was from the Scotch Presby- 
terian church. Others came from shopkeep- 
ers. So far, so good. No call yet to appear at 
headquarters to write genealogical tables, 
uml tin* story of our goings and comings 
and doings since we lirst opened our eyes 
in this world, or to tell future plans Here, 
for the lirst time, I see family wagons that 
are alike serviceable at home and abroad. 
They are four wheelers and quite light. 
At home their use is chielly in tlie nursery. 
Babes repose in them, ure rolled to sleep in 
them. ( )n tlie street they serve to give tlie 
babes a taste or two of fresh air, or to take 
to market for vegetables, groceries, dry 
goods, etc. Some seem to have lasted 
through several generations, babe ufter 
babe, load ufter load. If one thinks of the 
infantry part of the household, he might 
say the wagon is for use “donis militia**- 
que.” 1 have seen two ou the street today, 
side by side, the women w ho drew or 
pushed were exchanging gossip ; one had a 
wagonful of baby, the other a wagon load 
of potatoes and cabbage,— a head, you ob- 
serve, in each vehicle. 

We have been to see the magazine of 
Dresden china. It is rich in beautiful ob- 
jects. To take any one of them away one 
must also be rich in pocket. We came 
away, to go again and feast our greedy eyes 
on blue and gold cups, saucers, plates, 
vases, figures. 

Dresden seems peculiarly rich in things 
of value und of lasting interest. In the 
chief gallery are paintings by the greut 
masters. These can not be bought, but 
finely executed copies in oil, in photograph, 
in engraving, in enamel, are for sale ut 
such prices that one need not leave with- 
out some one or more. Some quite small, 
but good for 5 pfennigs (1 1-4 cent), and so 
up to $ 1000 . 

This evening we go to Circus. Great at-

More should be said of Hoffmann, tho 
veteran resident artist in Dresden, and of 
his work. The catalogue of the Royal 
Picture Gallery says he was “bom at 
Darmstadt, 1824, anil was a pupil of Dus- 
sohlorf Academy.” For years he has lived 
in Dresden. He was an academy professor 
here, but since the death of his wife he 
has resigned his professorship. 

His “Christ as a Boy in tlie Temple" you 
may have seen, ns it has often been copied 
in oil and often photographed, and several 
ot the painted copies have gone to Ameri- 
ca. 

But. as before said, his “Christ and tlie 
Rich Young Man" is still on an easel in His 
studio. Can I give you some idea of it. 
The young man is an ideal Jewish youth, 
beautiful of feature ami in form, richly 
clad. He might have been a prince in 
Israel. He stands with eyes down cast and 
slightly drooping head, and a troubled look 
in liis face as if wrestling in his heart 
with the problem of salvation and its cost 
in personal sacrifice. No wonder Christ 
loved him. Christ stands with face turned 
toward him, majesty and love enthroned 
upon Jesus’ brow, nnd with deep und ten- 
der eyes reading the young man’s soul and 
yearning for His spiritual deliverance from 
tlie bonds that Held him, and could break 
for him, none but himself. Such manifest 
love, such entreating look! No wonder 
the youth was drawn to such a being, 
whose look spoke knowledge of the way 
of life! Christ’s garb is simple. But see! 
us he entreats, he points with his right 
hand to the figure crouched In the left 
back ground, of a poor man half-clothed in 
ragged robe and needing alms, represent- 
ing the poor, to whose needs tlie youth 
must minister if lie would walk tlie way 
of life. Behind tlie needy man stand other 
figures in the shallow. 

1 can not do the painting justice. One 
must look upon it to get any just impres- 
sion of its beauty and thrilling power. 

Other paintings of scenes from tlie life of 
Jesus are in the artist’s studio, not so 
striking as this but still showing tlie same 
inaster-hand and the same interpreting 
spirit. The raising of the ruler’s daughter, 
the marriage at Cana. Christ at Bethany, 
Mitrtlm sorrowing und Mary at Jesus’ feet, 
are some of them. 

He also published two series of photo- 
gravures, each complete in itself. and repre- 
senting scenes in tlie life of Christ from 
Bethlehem and tlie cradle to the ascension. 

Happy he who can make such treasures 
his by purchase! Thrice blessed must tlie 
artist be. in whose soul such conceptions 
a e horn ami where they abide inalienable 
and imperishable; the children of his tieart 
immortal as himself.

1 know I shall envy 
them and have heart ache when they re- 
turn aud tell the wonders they will nave 
seen. For Meissen is an old town, some 
miles from Dresden, ami 1ms a castle, a 
cathedral and a porcelain factory for its 
chief objects of interest. 

Meissen was founded 970 years ago by 
Henry the “city builder.” Bishops have 
had residence there, ami bishops and 
Margraves and Beargraves have united to 
lay here foundations for instruction in 
military art, in judiciary and in Theology, 
and thus Meissen 1ms hud commanding im- 
portance in Saxony. Tho beginning of 
the introduction of tlie Reformation into 
tlie Albertlne lands was made here. From 
tlie schools founded in 1543, went forth 
such men os Lessing, Gellert and Rabeuer. 
Present population is 20 , 000 . 

Tlie castle stands on a height called 
Schlossberg. It was once one of the bul- 
warks against tlie Slavs. Through tlie es- 
tablishing of the Mark Meissen, the Saxon 
state has really developed out of this castle 
which was built in 928. A new one was 
begun In 1471, and carried forward into tho 
Pith century. It has borne the name 
Albrechtsburg since P*7tl. It wus damaged 
greatly during the :«) years war. but was 
restored in PI71-PI74. Augustus tlie Strong 
took into the castle the famous Alchemist 
J. Frederick Bottoher, and he instead of 
finding tlie promised gold tincture, (the 
“philosopher’s stone.”) discovered tlie 
Meissen porcelain. Tlie business of this 
manufacture injured the room greatly, but 
not till 1808 was the manufactory moved to 
TrieblschUml. 

In tho court before the Residence castle 
stands upon a porphyry pedestal, the 
bronze statue of Duke Albrecht, with 
sword and royal banner. The architecture 
is of the type of the late Gothic, shown es- 
pecially In the artistic net-vaulting, on the 
south side is tlie chief stairway, tlie Wen- 
delstein. The reliefs on tlie lower story of 
the tower show how the wise by wine and 
women, may become fools, and represent 
Noah, Lot, Potiphar and Joseph, Samson 
and Delilah, David, Beth-Sheba, Belsh- 
azzar, Did**, Pyramus and Thisbe, Venus 
and Cupid, Paris, Cleopatra, Diana, etc., 
etc. The outside of the second story shows 
the shield with tho regalia of the Princely 
House of Saxony. The third story exhibits 
several occupations and callings, etc. 
Above the chief stairway ono passes into 
the rooms of tlie first stock ( 2 d story) 
namely the Church Hall, John’s clmpel. 
the large uml small banqueting halls, and 
the Electoral Prince’s chambers. Outlie 
floor above are the chambers occupied by 
Bottoher the Alchemist, the large und the 
small Judgment llall, the Tower chamber 
and the armory. 

The Dom was begun In 933 aud finished 
in IX*K. Addition wus made in 1274. Tlie 
“Broad Tower” was elected in 1(198 for the 
hanging of the bell ; one tower is as old as 
tlie cathedra). Formerly 200 mass-priests 
and other otficials served at tlie 5(1 altars, 
but more altars were needed for the read- 
ing of rtie masses, and tlie need was met. 

Tlie sacred vessels and holy relics and 
other treasures had a silver value of 100 ,- 
ooo thalers. When Henry tlie Pious intro- 
duced the Reformation, he had tlie magni- 
ficent tomb of Bishop Beuno (died 1107) 
thoroughly destroyed. The Reformation 
also made wuy with the greatest part of 
the stained windows and frescoes. Many 
objects of interest are still to be seen with- 
in the nave in 3 parts ; the vaulted roof rest- 
ing on 50 columns; sepulchres; the chief 
portal, several chapels, the lofty choir and 
choir seats, stained glass windows, four 
and five centuries old, and the sacristy with 
its artistic net-vaulting supported by a 
single pillar. 

Of the porcelain factory the others will 
write for themselves. . , , 

It is good to see how high up, 100 feet 
apparently, the telegraph and telephone 
wires are placed here and In Berlin. I hey 
obstruct nothing, not even a person jump- 
ing from a burning building would be 
hindered by them in his descent.

A hoy of 13 who 
could drive n loam 600 miles across coun- 
try and arrive safely; who could load a 
wagon with heavy logs by ids own me- 
ohunical Ingenuity; who Insisted on solv- 
ing all mathematical problems himself; 
who novor whispered or lied or swore or 
quarreled; who could train a horse to 
pace or trot at will; who stood squarely 
upon Ids own knowledge of things with- 
out resorting to trick or mere verbal mem- 
ory — such a liny, at this distance, does not 
appear ‘ ordinary,” stupid, dull or com 
monplnoe. Tlmt ho was not showy or 
easily valued was true. His unusualnoss 
was in tho balance of his clmructcr, in his 
poiso, in his native judgment, and in his 
knowledge of things ut first hand.

Memorials to Soldiers of the Revolution. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: — 

The intention of Framingham’s Daugh- 
ters of tlie Revolution to hold a Colouiul 
reception for the purpose of creating a fund 
to erect a monument to tlie soldiers of the 
revolution, who were burled in that town, 
suggests tlie inquiry— "What has Newton 
ever done to honor tlie memory of Revolu- 
tionary Soldiers?” A reference to Jack- 
son’s history of tlie early settlement of 
Newton shows that “tin* inhabitants ol 
this town, almost to u man, made tlie most 
heroic and vigorous efforts to sustain tlie 
common cause of tlie country, from the 
first hour to the lust, through all tlie trying 
events, which preceded and accompanied 
the war. Newton men formed a part of 
every army and expedition, fought in al- 
most every buttle uud skirmish, throughout 
the contest. Scarce a man in the town, 
old or young, uble or unable, hut wlutt 
volunteered, enlisted, or was drafted, and 
served in tlie ranks of tin: army, from the 
hardest fought battles, down to the mure 
quiet duty of guarding Burgoyne's sur- 
rendered army, partly by aged men. The 
number of men who served more or less in 
tin- Continental army, and in the militia, 
during the war, was about four hundred 
and thirty.” This was an unusually large 
proportion of tlie fourteen hundred inhabi- 
tants ut tlmt time. 

it tlie city government does not take any 
action looking to the placing of bronze 
“markers” at tlie graves of her soldiers, 
buried in our cemeteries, and, even if it 
does, tlie erection of a monument hy a 
fund, raised by the “Sons” and “Daugh- 
ters” of the Revolutionary Societies, would 
.seem to lie a work befitting tlie Chapters of 
Daughters of the Revolution, recently 
organized in this city.

Police Court. 

in tlie police court last Saturday morn- 
ing, Samuel Adams, colored, was dis- 
charged upon the complaint made by Mr. 
White, charging him with assault. Adams*

He has been in | 
court before. He claimed that Mr. White 
while attempting to cross the traoks in 
front of a train, was in danger of death ;

He was the lirst on tho scene, lie 
said, and found the Italians sitting over a 
box with cards in their hands.* Ho did not 
see them playing, and was unable to tell 
whether they had been playing, or just 
commenced. The testimony was not suffi- 
cient to convict tlie prisoners and they 
were discharged. Among other cases was 
that of Joint J. McCarthy of Waltham, 
wlio was taken from an electric, Sunday 
night, by Officer S. '/. Burke. McCarthy 
had been annoying the passengers by loud 
talk and by using profane language. He 
was found guilty of drunkeness and dis- 
turbance and lined $5 on eacli count. A 
man and woman, who had been airing their 
family troubles on Washington street, 
Saturday night, were arrested for drunk- 
eness by Officer Compton. They were 
found guilty and placed on probation. 

Joseph Albanity, an Italian, was arrest- 
ed Wednesday afternoon by Patrolman 
Richard Conroy for creating a disturbance 
at Newton. He is employed in the con- 
struction of the bridge of the Boston it 
Albany depression, and while returning 
from work, was assaulted by another 
Italian, lie says, who escaped. He then 
got out his dirk, and proceeded to make it 
hot for his fellow-workmen, who ran for 
tlie officer before he had wreaked his 
vengeance upon them, in the police court 
yesterday morning he was lined $l().

METAMORPHOSIS OF THE OLD CITY— ITS 
HISTORIC PAST— ITS SMOKERS EVERY- 
WHERE. 


Vienna, Dec. 2S. 

This city of about 1.500,000 inhabitants, 
formerly the capital of the Austrian Em- 
pire, is now the capital and chief city of 
the western part of the Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy, and residence of the emperor. 
It stands 170 meters above the seu level, 
and is situated on a slope surrounded by 
hills partly cultivated and partly wooded. 
By its suburbs, river-ward, it touches the 
Danube on the north and east. This river 
which formerly vexed the city greatly by 
its overflows, now passes harmless by, hav- 
ing allowed itself, in consideration of 25 
million florins expended on its account, to 
be “regulated." It allows, and the city 
wisely permits, a generdus share of its 
waters to pour through a canal in the heart 
of the city, and then to rejoin the main 
stream. The canal serves Vienna well. 
Though divi ling it, the parts are connected 
by many bridges crossing not only the 
canal but a little tributary called the 
"Wien." The canal is wide and deep 
enough to be navigable. 

Besides this water service Vienna has an 
adequate supply of pufe cool water for 
domestic uses. It comes from springs, 
mountain fed. and is brought through an 
aqueduct loo kilo-meters long, and built of 
broad-stones aud thoroughly cemented, at 
u cost of 15 million florins, completed in 
1872 The water is led into every house of 
the ten first districts, even to the highest 
lloor. 

The springs formerly belonged to the 
Emperor Francis Joseph, and were given 
by him to the town. The water is collect- 
ed in a reservoir in a rocky cavern in the 
Schneeberg, and it comes thence concealed 
from daylight, to the reservoirs at Vienna 
on Rose Hill. The supply is sufficient at 
present for various industries in t lie town. 

The "Uhl Vienna" on exhibition in 
Chicago in 1893, cannot now be found hero. 
Fuit old Vienna! Some hints of it imay be 
found, but I have seen nothing more than 
hints as yet, though S. and I have walked 
sundry miles in the “Innere Stadt," and 
have been over as many more miles, view- 
ing the ciiy from the roof of a tratn-car.und 
S’s eyes are sharp. Vienna is essentially 
a modern city. It is u beautiful city, too. 

It has its natural charms, in the broad 
river near by, in the hills round about, in 
tins fui 


center of the 
traffic of the Inner Town, it derives from 
having boon in the 12th century a fortified 
ditch. Elegant shops and cafes have taken 
the places of most of the old houses. In 
the middle of the Graben is the "Trinity 
Column," sometimes called Rest Column, 
because constructed i in 1982) in memory of 
of the pest that slew its thousands. I may 
make further mention of this and of two 
bronze statues not far from it, one on each 
side. 

The “Stock-im-Eisen, "fixed in one corner 
of the "Equitable,” is a Vienna mark. it 
Isa trunk of a larch tree covered by so 
many nail heads that no particle of the 
wood can be seen. One tradition concern- 
ing it is, that formerly the Vienna forest 
extended to that very spot, and that this 
was a holy tree into which nails were 
driven nu solemn occasions. Another ac- 
count is that that the iron ring of nailheads 
that encircles the tree and hears the date of 
1575, and the initials II. B. engraved there, 
ami a lock supposed to be in inextricable, 
was made by one Martin Mux, and that the 
nails were driven into the tree by young 
locksmiths whenever they started on their 
travels from Vienna. 

Those are the two legends. You pay 
your money and you take your choice. At 
any rate, there’s the tree-stock and 
there are the nailheads enclosing it, and 
the whole thing hacked by theN. Y. Equit- 
able Assurance Company ! What more do 
you want? Yes. I have seen it. 

Vienna, if not noted for fast horses is 
noted for fast driving on the streets. All 
sorts of carriages drawn by horses go 
thundering over the pavement at a fast and 
furious rate. It is the business of the 
pedestrian on crossings or elsewhere to 
provide for his own safety. He has no 
rights that a cab driver is bound to respect. 
A man needs to be quick of our, of eyes 
and of limb to steer himself safely across 
a wide street. Nothing maybe in sight 
when lie starts to cross, but of a sudden lie 
finds himself dodging this way and that, 
vehicles that have darted out no end or 
byways, or rained down and not reined in, 
and not a "refuge" provided oven in the 
widest streets, nor "places” on which a 
man can stand to be safe. In this regard 
how' different from London! The cab 
driving seems to be a sort of leg-and-armed 
whiskey keg with a head put on it, if one 
is a specimen of the fraternity. Oh, he is 
a man of spirit, our kutscher this morning. 
Yet, what skill he has in his calling! He 
succeeded in backing the carriage up across 
a sidewalk till the wheels hit the window 
casing, and in gutting into the road again 
without crashing through the show-win- 
dows. 

The street cars and omnibuses may be 
cosey enough, but they are as ugly as low, 
long, or short boxes can be made. A new 
variety has met our sight here. Its doors 
are on the sides and slide like doors on 
freight cars. They seem quite roomy and 
doubtless are full of tobacco smoke. No 
non-smokers. Everybody is expected to 
smoke, and be smoked. We have tried 
Austrian railways twice, and have found 
no car in which smoking is prohibited. In 
coming here we five hod traveled nearly all 
day in comfort and freedom from tobacco 
smoke. At last two men came and wished 
places with us. We made way for them 
and their baggage, and they took seats 
facing J. and her mother. Afte. a 
little, out came their cigars and matches. 1 
asked them to please abstain from smoking. 
They gesticulated an(l filled the air with 
German gutturals, declaring the car a 
“rancher" and that they had a right to 
come in and smoke all they wished, whether 
we, who hud tried to accommodate them, 
liked it or not. However, they did have 
the grace to go out into the corridor and do 
their smoking.

Before a large congregation in the Meth- 
odist church at Newtouville last Sunday 
evening, Rev. Franklin Hamilton preached 
a strong aud interesting sermon on the 
topic “Are Revivals a Failure?" 

Mr. Hamilton took for his text Ephesians 
iv, 11— “And some he gave apostles, uud 
some prophets, and some evangelists." 
He said in part: 

“The question which is asked is “Are 
revivals a failfirc?" and at the outset a 
caution must be observed, namely, what 
constitutes a revival? Eccentric preaching 
does not constitute a revival, although 
some wandering stars of the religious 
world seem to think thus. 

"It is u fact Unit any preacher can till 
any church if lie employs certain methods, 
and by catering to the curiosity of the 
masses always on the lookout for some- 
thing new. Religious excitement does not 
constitute a revival, neither docs swelling 
the already great number of so-called con- 
verts in our churches. 

" These three signs, eccentric preaching, 
religious excitement, aud numberless con- 
verts, which so mark the religious move- 
ments of our great cities, make even the 
friends of revivals ask, art* they a failure? 
These methods accomplish uotliiug beyond 
bringing our churches into disrepute and 
lowering our pulpits to a degree beneath 
OMileiupt.

Wednesday evening at the residence of 
Mr. J. T. Langford on Waban Park, an 
important meeting of men interested in the 
extension of the Metropolitan Park System 
iu tiie Charles river valley, wus held.

Plans were discussed at length for secur- 
ing the extension of the Charles river 
boulevard through Watertown uud Wal- 
tham to Newton’s river park system uad 
tlie Commonwealth avenue boulevurd.

ANNUAL MEETING OF TIIE THUNTEKB— 
THE REPORTS IN FULL— FOHMEH OFFI- 
CERS HKKI.KOTEH. 


The annual meeting of the Nowtotl Hos- 
pital Corporation took place Monday after- 
noon at 3.‘20 o'clock in tho parlors of the 
Nurses’ Homo on tho hospital grounds, 
Pres. J. H, Lnoson presiding. In spite of 
the weather, a largo majority of the board 
of trustees wore present. 

The meeting was opened by Hon. J. K. 
lioeson, who as president delivered the 
following interesting address: 

ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 

The work of the Hospital during tho past 
year has boon most satisfactory. During 
a largo portion of tho timo tho capacity of 
all tho wards lias been put to tho test In 
order to accommodate those seeking admis- 
sion, the number of patients treated exceed- 
ing that of any previous year. The mem- 
bers oT the medical stall’ express them- 
selves in unqualified terms of approval of 
the facilities supplied by the Hospital for 
the treatment of tho varied cases admitted 
to tho Hospital. The surgical stall' is 
awaiting with such patience as may bn, the 
provision of increased accommodation 
hoped for, and which seems to be rondored 
neeehsary, by the character of the cases 
themselves and by the development of the 
soience of surgery. The hope has been ex- 
pressed that the coming spring time may 
witness the fruition of these confident ex- 
pectations, through tho co-operation of 
several intending benefactors. 

The executive committee has had many 
grateful acknowledgements from those who 
nave been under treatment, or from friends 
of former patients, which indicate that the 
approval of tho stall' is echoed by tho recip- 
ients of the skill of the doctors and the 
care of the nurses. An example of these 
expressions was recently received, in which 
the writer said: ‘‘I wish to express my ap- 
preciation of the noble work of the Newton 
Hospital. The doctors were kind and 
sympathetic, as well as skilful. Miss Me- 
llowed was like a mother to my wife, and 
the attention of the nurses was always so 
cheerfully given that it was more like a 
pleasant visit to a friend’s home than going 
to a hospital.” 

This reference to our matron and nurses 
recalls ono of tho marked features of the 
Hospital work. Such intelligent, discrimi- 
nating care is exercised in the scrutiny of 
the character and qualifications of those 
applying for admission to the training 
school, the instruction of the physicians so 
generous and thorough, and the wise super- 
vision of the matron so constant and effec- 
tive, as to produce results which bring to 
the managers the most flattering reports of 
the demeanor and efficiency of our nurses 
from the homes that have been relieved 
and gladdened by the nurses’ presence. 

It is a startling commentary on tho exact- 
ing nature of tho nurse’s duties, that the 
average active career of the trained nurse 
should not exceed a dozen years. When it 
is also borne in mind that during a large 
portion of each year the exigencies of the 
profession necessarily involve many weeks 
of abstention from w ork, it is evident that 
the remuneration actually received during 
any year must be comparatively meagre, 
and quite out of proportion to the expense 
of preparation ami tlie high quality of the 
service rendered. These reflections have 
been suggested by some recent expressions, 
made possibly without taking into account 
some of the elements that should fairly 
enter into a Just consideration of this iui- 
,portant feature in tho experiences of the 
trained nurse. 

The board of managers of the training 
school have had their attention directed to 
the question’of the expediency of increas- 
ing the number in the school. It would 
seem to be an assured fact that during the 
past year there wus in Boston, and at times 
in Newton, such a surplus of nurses that 
many of our own graduates and other 
trained nurses in the neighborhood were 
unable to procure engagements. This 
would appear to indicate that the commu- 
nity will require some little time to raniiliar- 
ize itself with the advantage of the trained 
nurse in seasons of serious illness or debili- 
ty, and that until such increased compre- 
hension of the value of the professional 
nurse shall be attained, it would be doubt- 
ful policy to add too rapid ly to the existing 
supply. The steady, continuous increase 
in the number of cases seeking treatment, 
and the subsequent over-crowding of the 
Hospital during seasons of unusual pres- 
sure, , admonish us of our responsibility in 
making timely ami suitable provision for 
the accommodation of all patients who are 
entitled to expect us to give needed aid, 
with ample space. Mr. Bertrand K Taylor 
lias magnanimously given much valuable 
time during the past year to the prepara- 
tion of plans for the most pressing wants, 
which include a suitable operating theatre, 
surgical w ards for men and women, and a 
children’s ward. It is exceedingly desir- 
able that in the interest of economy and 
unity in construction, all these additions 
be made simultaneously. Two intending 
donors are understood to be ready to au- 
thorize a portion of the work, but as it 
would seem from every point of view ad- 
visable to carry forward the whole of these 
additions at one time, wo now await the 
appearance of the fortunate individual 
who is to give himself the satisfaction of 
seeing the good which such a benefaction 
cannot fail to accomplish. 

The support which has been given to the 
Hospital is of the most generous kind, 
from the City of Newton, the church- 
es, the Ladies' Aid Association, nml num- 
erous individual donors; we cannot be too 
grateful that during a period of unusual 
hardship to many, this corporation should 
us a result of these liberal provisions, have 
had it placed within its power to aid and 
succor so many hundreds of those who 
have been stricken by disease or debility. 
In a large proportion of such cuses, lost 
vigor has been restored, thus making it 
again possible for many to take their places 
in the community in a condition to support 
themselves uud others. 

One of our number bus been called away 
during the year, who lies been with us 
from the first, always showing u practical 
interest In the work of the Hospital by 
cheerfully taking up his full shurc of labor 
as u member of the staff, the bourd of 
trustees, and medical directors. Dr. 
Crockett will long be fresh in our memory, 
always as a stimulant to that willing ser- 
vice which never fails to carry with it the 
spirit of comfort and cheer. 

Our former accomplished head nurse. 
Miss Hitchcock, has sought a wider field 
in the service of Immunity in the slums of 
Now Yofk : she takes with her our sincere 
appreciation and unqualified respect. Wo 
were fortunate in being able to fill Die re- 
sponsible position thus made vacant uc 


eeptably from the ranks of our graduates. 

To the medical directors, the Board of 
Managers of the Training School and 
Home, to the entire Medical staff which 
gives generously of its time, energy and 
talent, to the Medical Superintendent, to 
the Mutrous and her etllcieut corps of 
nurses, and ulso to ull the associates with 
whom it is my privilege to serve the in- 
terests of this corporation, 1 would tender 
my wurm acknowledgments of never-full- 
ing courtesy and support in our mutual 
efforts in behalf of this institution. 

Following the remarks of the president, 
the report of the trustees wus presented 
by tho clerk, Mr. C. 1. Truvelli of West 
Newton. It wus as follows: 

REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 

The year covered by this report is un- 
marked by any events of noteworthy im- 
portance In the history of the Hospital. 
Quiet performance of routine work.— 
praiseworthy for its thoroughness ami for 
the entire absence of jar or discord, -con- 
stant wutchf illness to guurd against waste 
or negligence, cheerful uml tireless atten- 
tion to every possible detail of duty, all 
these features liuve been abundantly pres- 
ent, but are now taken so much us a matter 


of course, that they soom hardly to call for 
mention. 

The report of tho Superintendent shows 
that, tho number of weeks of treatment 
givon was almost, four hundred greater 
than last year, while the average cost per 
patient was oven loss. In looking back 
over tho last four years, wo find that this 
cost has steadily decreased, having been 
over fourteen dollars in ’in. as against ten 
dollars and a fraction for ’1*1. a gratifying 
result of the efforts and skill of the man- 
agement. 

No material addition has been made to 
tho Hospital buildings during tho year. 
Tho work necessary to maintaining every- 
thing in a state of perfect repair has, how- 
ever, been carefully attended to as it be- 
came needed, the painting of the exterior 
of the buildings, and repairs Inside having 
been the chief item of expenditure in this 
direction. 

An increase in tho staff of the Hospital 
for the coming year has been found advisa- 
ble, and the surgical and medical work 
separated, which change it is thought will 
be to the advantage of both patient and at- 
tending physician, lightening the duties of 
the latter, while still maintaining the best 
possible benefit to tho former. As hereto- 
fore, both schools or medicine are equally 
represented. 

Tho gift of a complete Boentgen Bay ap- 
paratus from Mr. .Stanley of Newton, has 
been a valuable addition to our equipment,- 
and has already been of much service to 
our surgeons. 

The advance of medical science during 
the last few years has been largely in the 
field of bacteriology, and in order that wo 
might bo abreast with the times, we have 
added a department devoted to that sub- 
ject, the cost of which was contributed by 
several friends of the Hospital, in response 
to tho solicitation of a member of the staff. 
This, in connection with the pathological 
department, enables us to better meet the 
requirements of modern medical science, 
both as regards the treatment of existing 
disease, and what is of greater inqiortance, 
the prevention of contagion. 

Tho best interests of the Hospital and of 
tho community require that such aids to 
the physician should be provided, in tlie 
future as in the past, at whatever cost. 
And this tendency to enlargement is very 
gratifying, for it is said that where growth 
ceases, decay begins, so we are justified in 
the devout hope that the Hospital may 
keep on growing for an indefinite period. 

The report of Dr. S. L. Eaton, Secretary 
of the Board of Managers of the Training 
School for Nurses, shows the school to be 
in a most thriving and satisfactory condi- 
tion. The calls for nurses for outside ser- 
vice have been, as in previous years, far 
in excess of the ability to supply them, the 
demands of the increasing number of 
patients in the Hospital leaving them little 
timo for outside work. 

The graduating exercises of the school 
last June had an added feature of interest 
and enjoyment in the form of a reception, 
which was largely attended by the friends 
of the school. The rooms were beautifully 
decorated, uml music was furnished by 
kind friends, which contributed greatly to 
the pleasure of the occasion. The gradu- 
ates, ten young women well qualified to 
take their places in the profession of nurs- 
ing, received their diplomas with appro- 
priate words from President Leeson, and 
were decorated with badges by Mrs. L. <». 
Pratt. The eloquent address of Bev. Dr. 
Davis, pastor of Eliot church, gave pleus- 
iug evidence that we have a new helper, 
experienced in Hospital work. This is the 
last class to be graduated from the two 
years’ course. All who are now in the 
school are working under the three years’ 
schedule, and the Superintendent reports 
that there is no luck of applicants for the 
lengthened course. The Board of Mana- 
gers have had under consideration tiie ad- 
visability of increasing the number of 
pupil nurses, but have concluded that any 
material enlargement of tho School would 
result in a diminution of its efficiency, as 
the number of patients in the wards is not 
sufficient to furnish material for the proper 
raining of a larger class, the present policy 
jeing to send out to our homes only those 
pupils who have been thoroughly trained 
111 practical ward work, instead of provid- 
ing novices to our citizens to gain their ex- 
perience at the expense of their patients. 
Wo have now a number of graduates resid- 
ing in Newton, upon whom perfect reliance 
can be placed in all cases of illness, thus 
supplying the want which a limited class 
of pupils makes necessary. 

In tlie much regretted resignation of 
Miss Hitchcock from the responsible posi- 
tion she so ably filled, we recognize a great 
loss to tho working force of the Hospital. 
Miss Hitchcock always gave unsparingly 
of her time and strength in the performance 
of her duties, and her energy ami skill, 
joined with a disposition of rare gentle- 
ness, tact and sympathy, render her 
peculiarly fit for her chosen profession, 
and insure her an abundant success there- 

The death of Dr. Crockett, our friend 
and co-laborer on this Board, has removed 
one who has been indefatigable in liis ef- 
forts in behalf of the Hospital, ever since 
its Inception. Ilis enthusiastic interest 
and faith in the institution, his cheery 
presence in the sick wards, ami at our 
meetings, are among the cherished memo- 
ies, which can never be lost. 

Invaluable assistance has been given dur- 
ing the year by the Hospital Aid Associa- 
tion. Much of our success is due to its 
substantial help and moral support, and we 
assure its members that their continued 
assistance is a matter of necessity as much 
now as in the past, in order to further tho 
great work in which we all ha\u a com- 
mon interest. 

The same hearty recognition of tho 
claims of the Hospital, and kind apprecia- 
tion of tho efforts of its management, has 
been accorded this year as formerly. Gen- 
erous evidence of this is borne by the 
liberal donations of the city fathers, and of 
private individuals, and the increased col- 
lections of the churches on Hospital Sun- 
day. Once more we take pleasure in ex- 
tending the thanks of the institution to all 
the good friends, who have given of their 
means to aid it in the beneficent work of 
ministering to the suffering. To many, in 
these times of stringency and trial, such 
offerings entail self-denial only too real, so 
that this year our thanks are more heart- 
felt than ever before. No considerable be- 
quests have been received during tho 
period covered by this report, but wo trust 
that ull may remember tliut every such gift 
places the institution upon a firmer founda- 
tion, uud gives it an additional ussurance 
of future usefulness. Monuments of grati- 
tude are said to bo more enduring than 
those of stone, and whoever gives to so 
worthy u cause, will deserve, and will cer- 
tainly receive, the sincere gratitude of our 
whole community. An endowment fund 
for the Hospital, commensurate with the 
scope and character of its work, is what 
the Board ardently hopes for, and such a 
fund we can only hope to acquire through 
the bequests or gifts of charitable friends. 

Tlie immense strides which surgery has 
mudo in recent years have completely 
revolutionized the methods of procedure, 
which were in vogue when this Hospital 
was built. Asepsis uud antisepsis have 
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Mr. C. C. Burr presented the auditor's 
report, it being next in order, which stated 
that the reports and business transactions 
of the treasurer bad been duly examined 
and lound to be correct. 

Tlie report of the Hospital Aid Asso- 
ciation, w",s next in order, but is ommitted, 
as it was given in full in last week’s issue 
of the Graphic.

tcllow was unconscious and it was an hour 
before he recovered. 

The rescuer has been praised on all 
sides for his courage and skill. He lives on 
West street, is about 2.'» years old, uml 
works in tlie Davis and Furnum foundrv 
in Waltham.

It is urged that all the city expenses 
should be on a business-like footing, and 
that no exception should be made; that 
the money for the hospital should be for 
certain definite and specified services that 
are rendered; that the hospital should 
render a bill for each patient taken care of 
for the city. It is also claimed that the 
cases for the city do not use up all of tho 
$ 10,000 appropriated, and therefore that 
the hospital should take care of the poor, 
who have residences elsewhere, and for 
which money is collected from other 
towns, without additional compensation, 
and that the money so collected should be 
kept by the city. It has heretofore aver- 
aged about $3,000 a year, and lias been 
given to the hospital. 

This is one side of the case, although a 
rather superficial one, as it does not take 
into account certain fundamental facts. 

In the first pluce the hospital is not a 
money-making institution, and is not in- 
tended to be. In fact it would be impossi- 
ble to conduct it on business principles, 
and the whole purpose for which it was 
founded would be lost, if it was so con- 
ducted. 

The trustees are not paid for their ser- 
vices, the physicians are not paid, and

Doubtless the effect of the law lias been 
salutary. It 1 ms been conducive to econo- 
my in municipal expenditures, and the his- 
tory of saeli legislation on Beacon Hill is 
that as a rule it is wise to refuse petitions 
to go outside it. The city of Lynn came up 
through its mayor last year, and asked a 
large number of exemptions. All it got 
was one or two of no imuortance at all. 
In this case, however, tho legislative dele- 
gation was opposed to tho petitions. 

Senator Harwood’s committee com- 
menced its hearings on six bills calculated 
to prevent county offices from longer being 
a “snap” Wednesday. While the bills are 
asked by tho town of Brookline, and were 
intended to refer particularly to flic Nor- 
folk County situation, they affect all coun- 
ties, and it is startling to contemplate tho 
havoc they would have wrought had they 
been pussed before tho building of the 
Cambridge registry of deeds, tho rebuild- 
ing of the Lowell and Salem com t houses, 
or the building of the court house at Taun- 
ton. Senator Harwood does not hesitate 
to express the opinion that if these bills 
are passed, there will never again be any 
necessity of asking for tho impeachment 
of a county officer. The first of these bills 
provides that county commissioners cannot 
hereafter incur indebtedness in excess of 
an appropriation by the legislature for tho 
construction of new, or except in an emer- 
gency for the repair of old buildings. The 
second gives the controller of county ac- 
counts more power in the case of incorrect 
vouchers. The third places all county 
commissioners under such bonds us the at- 
torney general shall direct, and the Judge 
of Probate of tho county shall approve. A 
suit upon the bond can lie brought for tho 
benefit of tho county by the attorney gener- 
al, or by leave of tho court by one or more 
taxable inhabitants of the county. A 
fourth makes more explicit tho laws rela- 
tive to the liabilities of county treasurers 
and tlie borrowing of money. 

Still another of these bills provides for 
the closing of tho books of the previous 
year on the 5th of January, and the publi- 
cation of a statement of all expenditures 
Immediately. The last imposes a penalty 
of not less than fifty or more than one 
thousand dollars upon county commission- 
ers, the clerk of the board or county 
treasurers for each neglect of duty. 

What a rush there ought to be for Com- 
missioner Uphum’s place next fall! yet 
there are no hardships imposed upon these 
officials that are not borne by others hold- 
ing similar positions in cities and towns 
and in the state. 

I asked one of the men who lias been 
most conspicuous in all tho county agita- 
tion, whether he thought there would be 
any call for further investigations this 
year.

Perhaps it 
should be said in fairness that this was 
not what Lynn, Medford, Somerville and 
the committee on metropolitan affairs sup- 
posed they were doing. A prominent mem- 
ber of tho committee denied that this was 
the effect of tlie bill the very night it was 
signed, and said tlie bill would not affect 
tlie commission in any way. The attorney 
general said this would bo the effect, but 
after keeping the general court waiting un- 
til midnight before prorogation he signed 
it. As a result, tlie commission is now 
ready to heap coals of fire on Lynn’s head 
by taking her park, but it has been able to 
do practically no new work this year, 
i Nothing lias yet been heard from the 


city charter for Newton, excepting that it 
would be forthcoming in u few days. I 
want to say right now, that anything City 
Solicitor Slocum wants from tlie legisla- 
ture within reason he can have.

THE PAINFUL FELON. 

How It Is Generated and How It Should 
lte Treated. 

Felons occur most frequently on the Inst 
joint, of tho Ungers nr thumb of tho right 
hnnd. They nre localized acute Inflamma- 
tions, resulting from tho presence beneath 
tho skin of certain poisonous organisms 
which have gained admission through a 
wound. This wound is very likely a 
scratch or a prick so slight and insignifi- 
cant thnt ono cannot remember having re- 
ceived it. 

Tho first thing thnt attracts one’s atten- 
tion is n small reddened and swollen spot, 
which is painful when touched. In the 
beginning the inflammation is Just be- 
nenth the skin, but if not interfered with, 
it frequently works its way deep down be- 
low tho surfneo and burrows along the 
boue or tendons of the finger. 

The superficial folon is the loss painful. 
This is located, ns a rulo, around and un- 
dor the finger nail. It may appear on one 
or more fingers at tho same tlmo or In 
succession, particularly if tho bodily sys- 
tem is debilitated. Tho inflammation may 
bo slight and subside quickly, but fre- 
quently It is more or less severe nnd re- 
sults In tho formation of a small abscess. 

In the case of enfeebled persons tho in- 
flammation may cause considerable swell- 
ing nnd intense pain and result in the loss 
of a part or tho whole of the finger nail. 

The deep felon usuuliy starts on tho un- 
derside of tho finger. Within a day or two 
tho finger becomes painful, tenso, hot nnd 
throbbing. Tho pain nnd tension rapidly 
increase — especially when tho hand hangs 
ut the sldo — and tho suffering continues 
without nbntoment until an abscess lias 
gathered nnd it contents have discharged 
through an opening in the skin. 

For a superficial folon nothing is usual- 
ly required hut rest of the affectod part 
and a cold application. If an abscess has 
formed, however, lint applications should 
bo applied nnd the pus completely removed. 
Tho application of tho tincture of iodine, 
carbolic acid or a blister affords little or 
no relief. 

In the deep variety of felon the forma- 
tion of an abscess is -fctmost certain, aud 
therefore hot applications or poultices 
should ho employed from tho beginning. 

If at the end of two or thrno days there 
is no marked relief tho abscess should bo 
opened. 

The incision should Iks deep enough to 
insure t lie complete evacuation of the con- 
tents of the abscess. Immediate rehef 
from nil suffering follows the emptying of 
the uhscess, mid tho wound quickly heals 
if care is taken to keep it absolutely clean. 
— Youth’s Companion.

ICE CAVERNS STUDIED. 

Theories as to flow tlie lee 1* Formed In 
Tlirii' Cndergrouml Refrigerator*. 

Ed win S. Hnltdi mid resend tho mooting 
of the A cade i.v of Natural Science* on 
“Ire Caves n l the Causes of Subterranean 
Ice. ” Ilo described tho difference botweon 
leo enves, lee gorge* uml wind cave*. Wind 
hole*, or cold air current eaves, ho said, 
lucked in cold air during the winter and 
blow ft out during tho summer. They 
were not necessarily ennneetod with any 
Ico deposit, while ire gorges rota i nod tho 
ice made during tho winter late into tho 
lummernnd somotlmos through tho sum- 
mer by reason of their location protecting 
them from the effects of tho boated air; 
but ico caves have a roof, nnd in ids travels 
In search of information, which hml boon 
extended through Hungary, (iormnny, 
Franco, Switzerland nnd part of America, 
ns well ns from the rather scant literature 
of tho subject, lie found t lint the mouth 
was always located on the slope of a cliff, 
nt the bnso of a cliff, or it was a large pit 
Into which tho ico envo opened. Their 
size, lie said, varied from sever il hundred 
feet In length to quito small holes. 

Tho ice differs muon from that of the 
glaciers, containing no crevasses nnd hav- 
ing rounded edges. The caves are fes- 
tooned with ice stalactites and stalagmites, 
some of these being from Stoll motors 
in length, sometimes hollow’. Ico walls 
of considerable length nnd height also ap- 
pear In some, nnd siihtorranoan snow has 
been reported as occurring. 

The natives of ail ice cave localities, he 
said, maintain that tlioy are colder in 
summer than in winter, which had led 
many observers into error, the natives per- 
hups being lod astray by the fnct thnt in 
summer they are much colder tlinn tho 
outside ntmosphere, while in winter they 
nre somewhat warmer. 

Mnny hypothecs, ho said, had boen ad- 
vanced to account for those caves, ono of 
which was that they wore tho remains of 
the glacial period; hut this had boen com- 
pletely disproved, ns many of them have 
been ontlrely cleared of Ico, hut It always 
reformed again the following winter. An- 
other was that tho cave rock, nearly always 
limo rock, contained salt, which was de- 
composed with the summer boat and car- 
ried into tho cave by the porcoiatlng wa- 
ter; still another, that evaporation und 
expansion had something to do with it, 
and again that pressure was tho responsi- 
ble cause. Ho thought, however, that tho 
correct explanation was, us it seemed to 
accord best with tho known fncts, thnt, ns 
the mouth of these caves is always a con- 
siderable distance above tho floor, the cold, 
heavy winter air entering the caves would 
sink to tho bottom, congealing tho water 
there and thnt which percolated through 
during external thaws. In summer the 
heat would affect tho upper layers of this 
cave air first, and by its consequent expan- 
sion more or less would ho forced out, hut 
thnt tiie whole body of cave uir would not 
be affectod by tho lieut before tho next 
winter set in. — Philadelphia Times. 


The Corpse Fled the Autopsy. 

Dr. Crawford of Baltimore is related to 
hnve advised a patient who fancied ho 
was dying of liver disuaso to traveL On 
returning ho appeared to ho quite woll, 
but upon receiving information of tho 
death of a twin brother, who had actually 
died of a scirrhous liver, lie immediately 
staggered, and falling down, cried out 
that ho was dead, aud hud, as he always 
expected, died of n liver complaint. Dr. 
Crawford, being sent for, immediately at- 
tended. and on being informed of the no- 
tion whioii laid seized jhediypnobondrlao, 
exclaimed: "Oh, yes, the gentleman is cer- 
tainly dead, and it is more than probable 
thnt his liver was the death of him How- 
ever, to ascertan tho fact, I will hasten to 
cut him open before putrefaction takes 
place.” 

He called for n carving knifo, and whet- 
ting it ns a butcher would when about to 
opon a dead calf lie stepped up to tho pa- 
tient and began to open his waistcoat. 
The hypochondriac heeamo so terribly 
frightened that he leaped up with the 
agility of a rabbit, nnd crying out “Mur- 
der, murder, murder!” ran off witii a 
speed that would have defied a score of 
doctors to cat h him. After running a 
considerable distance, until ho was almost 
exiiaustcd, lie halted, and not finding the 
doctor at his heels soon became composed. 
From that period this gentleman was nev- 
er known to complain of ins liver, nor had 
be for more than 20 years afterward any 
symptoms of this disease. — Philadelphia 
Times.

In Flush- 
ing Elizuberii Cowperthwait was reckoned 
with in 1081 for "schooling and diet for 
children." and in lt>n3 she received for 30 
weeks' schooling of "Martha Johanna" a 
scarlet petticoat, truly u typical Dutch 
payment. A school hill settled by John 
Boue in Flushing In 1005 shows thut six- 
pence a week wus paid to the teacher for 
eucli scholar who learned reading, while 
writing und ciphering cost Is. 2d. a week. 
This, considering tiie usual wages und 
prices of tiie times, wus fair pay enough.

These machines 
that have and are being constructed are 
built to save time, but on the contrary do 
not. In fact, people have less time now to 
spare than ever before. Everybody was in 
the rush, all due to machinery. The result 
of the invention of machinery in tho end, 
will be that people will not have time to 
live at all. People everywhere were till 
tired out, business men aud ministers alike, 
all needed rest. He had several doctrines 
that he liked to preach on. One was tiie 
“Doctrine of Rest.” 

Tiie preacher next called attention to the 
Armenian atrocities in Turkey during tho 
last year, and said that in spite of the huge 
and perfected lighting machinery of Russia, 
Germany, France and England, yet all com- 
bined could not protecta woman or a child, 
or prevent the slaughter of men in the 
lain! of Mahomet. He narrated a personal 
visit of his to the land of tiie Turk, aud 
stated that while in one of their large 
temples, lie had noticed tiie print of a 
bloody hand high up on tiie wall. The 
tradition was, that the hand print was that 
of Mahomet himself, who at the head of 
his baud of murderers, over four hundred 
years ago, after driving over the bodies of 
Christians in the streets, lmd driven into 
that church, und during the slaughter of 
Christians who had taken refuge there, had 
rested li is bloody hand on the wall. Tiie 
red, bloody hand, was always the sign of 
the Turk. He believed tliut Turkey needed 
reforming, but if given his way, lie would 
kill it first. After some further remarks, 
the hour being lute, Dr. McKenzie brought 
his address to a close and the club ud- 
journed.

A SPORTSMAN WHO FANCIES THE 
SPORT TELLS ALL ABOUT IT. 

A Social Animal With a Kang* From 
Northern .Maine to lowid* of Perpetual 
Winter The Caribou’* Three Gait*, 
limiting on the Ilarrrn*. 

“If you’ve never limited caribou, ” said 
a traveled New York aportmunn, “you 
havo lived pretty much In vain. I used to 
go after them in Maine, hut I found that 
the sport there was a little tame after I 
had made a trip nr two Into New Bruns- 
wick nnd neighboring British provinces. 
Tlioro is n surprising nnd deplorable igno- 
rance a mmi g sportsmen about caribou , even 
among those who talk pretty loud and fast 
about where they’ve been and what they've 
(lagged. I know men who have lived all 
their lives in the woods, you might say, 
who have n dim recollection of hoaring 
something about oik nnd buffalo, lint who 
look a little lneredulmis wiion you men- 
tion onribou. I met an old hunter In 
Michigan onro who had a record of over 
1,500 deer, lint who gave me a suspicious 
grin whou I asked him whether lie had 
ovor limited caribou. 

“ ‘Caribou?’ said he, with his grin. 
‘You mean bugaboo, I guess.' 

"I’d just like to seo that old mossbnek 
once with a wounded bull cnrlliou reach- 
ing out for Him. He'd think It was the 
fastest and wildest eyed bugnhoo hoover 
liml any idea of. 

“Tlioro isn’t n great deal of difference 
between our caribou and tho reindeer of 
Lapland or Greenland. The northern 
ranges of Mnlne nro as far south as this 
capricious animal can stand tho climate, 
but I believe it would like it. iirst rate up 
urouml tho north pole, for, all anybody 
knows, its range extends to that undiscov- 
ered country. No weather has yet been 
31.502 found in the very uttermost parts of Labra- 
dor that, is too cold for the enrihou, and it 
can’t lio a great deal colder up in the far 
polar sens than it is In those liorcal regions. | 
“There are a good many caribou in 
northern Maine, and on tho wild, cold bar- 
rens of New Brunswick nnd Nova Scotia 
they are still abundant. In the very north- 
ern parts of Now Brunswick and New- 
foundland nnd in Lnhrndor they still roam 
almost undisturbed by tho hunter. The 
settlers themselves hunt them rarely, ho- 
causo their hide is of little value, nnd, be- 
sides that, few of tho settlors know how to 
hunt thorn. It would lie well with the 
great, hulking moose if it wore more like 
the caribou. Tlieso huge animals cannot I 
travel in deep snow, and during tho winter

“But the caribou, because of its lesser [ 
weight uml tho peculiar formation of its 
hoofs, which it cun spread to great width 
or closo at will, making regular snowshoos 
of them, moves readily ovor the top of the 
snow and can rarely he run down. It re- 
quires a good stalker and favorable condi- ! 
tions of wind and suow to approach within 
range of n caribou. Unlike mnoso, theso 
animals arc sociable, though wanderers, 
and travel in herds. Their favorlto resorts 
ure spruce uud juniper woods and barren 
grounds. They feed on mosses which hang 
in profusion, li ke tufts of hair, from the 
stems and brunches of the black spruce and 
juniper trees. Tho lichens that grow abun- 
dantly on tho barren grounds arc also fa- , 
vorito food for the caribou. These latter 
they dig for with their fore feet down 
through tho docp snow. 

“Tho caribou lms three gaits — n walk, a 
trot and u gallop. With whatever gait 
caribous uro traveling, they always move 
in single fllo, keeping to a marvelous do- 
groe in each other's tracks, so tlmt no oue 1 
can judgo by the trail how big a herd Is 
leading him on. The trot of the caribou is 
not unliko the trot of the domestic cow, 

| but it is much more rapid. It would take

When 
they went away on these trips, which wero 
uot numerous enough to interfere with 
their work, their conduct was something

MODERN SEWING. 


Mach of It Removed From the Homo to 
the Mttuufaclory. 

Tho sowing machine does not oooupy tiio 
ti the fiddle, und it oc- P™iti<.n in domestic life that it did ten 
years ago. There has been a great revolu- 
tion in tho sewing inacldno business in 
that time. Tho evolution which began 
when the foremothers of tho country guvo 
up their hand looms and sent thoir spin- 
ning and weaving to tho factory is still 
going on. The uppeurnneo of tho sowing 
machine marked one stago of tho evolu- 
tion, and its disappearance ns one of tho 
most important assistants in every family 
marks another. 

Tho sewing machines aro superior now 
to those liiudo 10 or 20 years ago, and tlioy 
are made to do bettor uml a greater variety 
of work, but the great d.'mand for them 
comes from different quarters. One large 
sowing machine company which has an 
output of over 400,000 machinos a year in 
this country ulone manufactures 60 dis- 
tinct types of muchiuoB, and with the 


variations of tho typos thoro aro several 
hundred different kinds of machines. 
Many of these go into factories. A woman 
cun buy undurgarmonts ready inado cheap- 
er than she can buy the material and make 
them herself. This is owing to tho factory 
work, whore each worker mnkofl a part of 
u garment which has perhaps boon cut out 
by a die, 60 pieces at a time. 

Thu lack of room in city apartments 
makes economy of space a necessity, and 
the housekeeper for the periodical visita- 
tions of the seamstress or dressmaker hires 
u machine from places where a specialty 
is mude of timt branch of the business. 
Outside tiio large cities this practice is not 
so common. The manufacturers say that 
the family trade they lose is mude up uot 
only in selling to manufacturers, hut to 
the many foreigners In the country, who 
In u city like Now York do groat quanti- 
ties of work for mauufuoturors on their 
own machines in their own homes. It is 
estimated there are 1,000,000 machines 
sold in the United States annually. Thu 
statistics of the census of 1800 showing 
the number of manufactures on which 
machine sewing is uhcU aro interesting. 
They also show that the production of 
men’s clothing in factories was nearly

MR. BEECHER’S SLAVE SALE. 

Thrilling Oldect Lesson on Slavery In 
Plymouth Put pit. 

Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher wrltoa in The 
Lad i os’ Hone Journal of “When Mr. 
Beoaher Sold Slaves In Plymouth Pulpit,’’ 
anil thus duscrlbos tho sensation created j 
by tho sale of Sarah, which ooeurrod on 
Juno 1, 1860: "ThoHidemn, improBfiivo el- 
lonco of that vast Plymouth aRsemblago 
was absolutely painful as a young woman 
Hlowdy ascended the Btalrs loading to the 
pulpit and sank into a chair by Mr. Beech- 
or’fl side. Instantly assuming tho look and 
manner of a slavo auctioneer he oalled for 
bids. ‘Lopk,’ lie exclaimed, 'at this mar- 
ketable commodity — human flesh and 
blood, liko yourselves. You see the white 
blond of her father in her regular features 
and high, thoughtful brow. Who bids? 
You will have to pay extra for that whito 
blood, because It is sot p -led to givo intol- 
ligonce. Stand up, Sira hi Now look ut 
her trim llgtire and her wavy hair. How 
much do you bid for them? She 1 b Hound 
In wind and limb. I'll warrant horl Who 
bids? Her feet and hands — hold them out, 
Sarah — aro small and finely formed. What 
do you bid lor her? She is a Christian 
woman — I mean, a praying nlggor — and 
that innkoH her more valuable, hecatiHo It 
insures her docility and obedience to youi 
wishes. ‘Servants, oboy your masters,' 
you know. Well, she believes in thatdoc- 
trino. How much for her? Will you allow 
this praying woman to bo sent back to 
Richmond to meet the fato for which her 
father sold her? If uot, who bids? Who 
bids?’ " 

Tho congregation was wrought to the 
highest pitch of excitement. Women grow 
hysterical, and mon w’oro greatly wrought 
up. Someone near the pulpit laid a bank- 
note at Mr. Becchor's feet. Then tho con- 
tribution baskets wero passed and for half 
an hour money and jewelry wore heaped 
into them. Women took off thoir brace- 
lets, bronchos and rings and put them in 
tho baskets, and men unfastened thoir 
watches and handed thorn to t he ushers. 
Mr. lJeoolier’s voice in tho tone of an auc- 
tioneer rang out, "In the name of Christ, 
men and women, how much do you bid?’’ 

Tho people wero stirred beyond expres 
sion, and one of the congregation arose 
and said that whatever deficiency (iu the 
prico demanded for Sarah) there existed 
uhovo the collection would bo made up Ly 
several gontlomou, members of tho church. 
"Then your aro froo, Sarah," cried Mr. 
Beechor, turning to the girl beside him, 
and the audience broke into tho wildost 
demount ration uf enthusiastic applause, 
and quiet was not restored for suverul 
minutes. Tho collection left no deficiency. 
Instead, enough money to buy Suruh’s 
freedom, $1.2(Ui. besides sufficient to pur- 
chase her u comfortablo home, had been 
raised. 

ANCIENT CITY OF PEKING. 

One of the Oldest In the World Mill the 
Capital of the Great Khan. 

The city of Peking is one of tho oldest 
In tho world. But It was nc.t made a cap- 
ital until Kublai Klinu, somewhere about 
1282, fixed ills court there. Under the 
Mongols the name of Peking was Khan 
pullk, or City of tho Khan, anil tills title 
was easily converted into Cumbuluo, b;, 
which name it is known in the accounts 
of those times. Peking Is now divldod in- 
to two parts. Tho northern portion is tho 
Tartar city and contains about 12 square 
miles. In this aro tbe palaces, govern- 
ment buildings, troops and military bar- 
racks. The southern part Is tho Chinese 
city and is more populous than tho Tar- 
tar, loss of its space being taken up by 
gardens and public buildings. Tho pop- 
ulation is estimated at different figures. 
But 2, U00, OUl) appears to he a fair estimate. 

A wall separates the Tartar from tho 
Chinese city, and a wall of varying height 
surrounds the whole, thut of tho Tartur 
section being about 60 feet high und that 
around tho Chinese section some 30 feet 
high. Those walls are of brick and stone, 
filled in with earth and paved on tlie top 
with slabs of stouo, affording a promenade 
12 feet wide. There are Iff gates lu all, 
and each gateway is fortified with towers 
of stiMio, and other towers are fixed ut in- 
tervals uf about 00 yards all around the 
wulls. These towers project 60 feet from 
the outer side of the walls, and those of 
the gatuwuys liuve lu front of them a for- 
tification of a semicircular shape, so tliut 
the gate must lie entered from tlie side and 
uot from the front. 

The Turtur city Is dlvidod into three lu- 
closurcs, each being surrounded with its 
1 own wall and each inside of another. Tlie 
I Innermost of these is the prohibited city 
und oontuiiis tlie imperial palaces and 
] offices. Its circumference is nearly two 
miles. The wall is covered with imperial 
yellow tiles, which look brilliant when 
' seen from a distance. The luclosure next 
> outside of tills is occupied by the govern- 
ment offices and by tho unity appointed 
to keep guard over tho emperor und Ills 
family. Tho next outside of this Is the 
i outermost uf all and consists of dwelling 
houses and shops. — Noah Brooks iu tit.

I wish l hud a better pen, this «*no is 
given to slopping over, an<l then I’«l wish 
it could have life and good sight ami a 
happy out go of words to express itself, j 
and make you see what it linds note 
worthy. But all this region has been 
travelled over again and again, trampled 
over, too, by contending armies, the 
thunder of whose cannon has hardly yet ; 
ceased to roll in echoes among these moun- ! 
tains, and in these vales; and Europe, by 
travelling correspondents, by “familiar < 
letters from abroad,” and by historians, 
has been very fully w ritten up. Yet 1 will 
for my own sake, if not for yours, make 
some record of my visit to Nuremberg. If 
you read Longfellow's noein of ‘ Nurem- 
berg," you might well dispense with these 
pages ot mine. It is a quaint old city— one 
of the Quaintest. Usage is not known ex- 
actly. Its first records date from about 
1050. Between uvtti and 1056, Kmperof i 
Henry III, permitted liberty of trade and 1 
rights of duty and coin. Its walls and | 
towers are mostly very old. Long a free | 
city of the empire, it was obliged to fence j 
out robber chieftains, and needed strong ■ 
walls. The most of the wall still stands, 
and its 70 towers, though huge rents have 
been made in places, to let the swelling 
city through to ampler fields. As a por- 
tion of the wall and some of the towers lay 
under my window, in the Wurttenberg 
Hotel, I' felt challenged to go out and ex- 
plore. Going in at a gate near the hotel, 1 
went through, and turning to the left fol- 
lowed the narrow way that lies between 
the wall and the old houses and other 
buildings apparently as old as the wall. 
The walk upon the wall is closed in and I 
was obliged to walk below. The towers 
1 passed are square, and of different 
heights. In some families are dwelling. 
On one I read the sign of a “Horn Knopf 
macher." In another some one makes 
wreaths and other funeral decorations, 
while just across the way was a coffin 
factory— to such different uses do we come 
at last! The inner half of the wall is 
built on arches. At length I turned to my 
right and wandered through old streets 
and through the Frippery Market, (Troedlar 
Markti— frippery enough for a good-sized 
city, bits of everything exposed for sale— 
everything cheap, ( ?) This is on an island 
in the river. I went out over a short foot- 
bridge, and a little later crossed the Charles 
Bridge, a substantial work. Two obelisks 
stand opposite one another, midway over 
the bridge, one having at top a dove with 
an olive Dranch, and the other upholding 
the “Imperial Eagle," ami both having 
Latin inscriptions m honor of Charles VI 
Emperor, the “peace bringer," who once 
visited the city (1728.) 

At another time I entered as before, and 
turned to the right. I was unable to go 
far in that direction without leaving the 
wall and passing around the buildings that 
have been built up to the wall. Again I 
crossed the river, it is the Pegnitz, which 
divides the city into two parts, called re- 
spectively “St. Lawrance,” and “St. 
Sebald;” found the wall again and fol- 
lowed it to a large gap, near which a state- 
ly building is rising. Turning back, after 
a walk of three quarters of an hour, 1 
took another three quarters of an hour to 
return to the hotel. The wall was origin- 
ally surrounded by a moat very wide and 
80 feet deep. The moat is now dry, and is 
in part filled up, but for the most part is 
used for vegetable gardens, flower beds, 
and shrubbery, and fruit trees. Here and 
there are tall, erect, white birches, and 
tall, slender, prim poplars, “the old maids 
of nature." Workmen use a part, and 1 
have seen children, with school-knapsack 
on shoulders, trudging along the sandy 
bottom, in a well-worn way. 

On my return I passed a large school- 
house at the recess hour. At one end in a 
yard were a hundred boys, and at the other 
end. so many girls, all bare-headed, in the 
cold air, and warming themselves by their 
active play. Want of time prevented my 
venturing into the building, to see the 
school when at work. On this side of the 
city, tile east side, 1 f mud two or three of 
the large round towers that stand in the 
wall. They are high, thick-walled, and 
stand on bases 40 or 50 feet in diameter. 

At another time Fanny und .Julia and 1 
were driven about the city by an intelli- 
gent guide, who took us about the wulls 
and towers, outside, on the west, and 
gradually up the sharp hill on which stands 
the old Burg— a part of it at least— sor. 
years old. It was probably tlie first build- 
ing erected in Nuremberg. Other carts, 
came later, as the city grew, and pushed i 
its way to the river. 

We visited the live cornered tower, and 
took ample note of the instruments of 
torture gathered there. Some were not 
murderous, hut uncomfortable ami torment- 
ing; such as a truncated cone of heavy 
wood, hollow, and divided so as to hang it 
upon the shoulders and be close about the 
neck ; a huge cuff of wood was a part of 
this dress. The two parts were fastened 
together, and the wearer had to march 
through the streets, proclaiming that lie, or 
she, was a scold. Sundry humorous pic- 
tures adorn the exterior. Then there was 
a “ilucking-stoo!" for scolding men; a 
frame in which he was made to put hands 
and feet, and in which lie took his involun- 
tary bath. But the terrible instrument of 
torture, by thumb, by lingers, by hands 
and logs and feet, are too numerous ; those 
by which the tongue was pulled forward, 
and the knife that cut it off, are on t ie 
null. A huge cradle, with hundreds of | 
sharp spikes to throw the body upon, can i 
be seen; in it a man and wife were once 
thrown and violently rocked till the wife 
was dead, and the man so hurt that he 
lived but a short time after release. I 
could name others, but will mention only ! 
one more — the terrible “Maid" in whose 
spiky embrace, the man pronounced guilty, 
was slowly pierced to death — spikes enter- 
ing the ejes, and all parts of the body. ! 
When deuth had come, the body was 
dropp d through a hole, and knives below 
cut it in pieces, which subterranean waters 
carried away. From what hell could such 
mousters of cruelty have come, us those 
who invented and used such means of tor- 
ment.’ Could thev huve been born of 
earthly mothers? All was done in the ser- 
vice ot religion and of God ! Well, God has 
long hud the monsters and dealt lighteous- 
ly with them, leave them we must in ills 
1 lands. 

Near the five cornered tower is an inter- 
esting well, feet deep, made in the solid 
rock, hundreds of years ago. Water is 
drawn from it daily. The maid in attend- 
ance will tell you in pure English, with the 
“sweet Germ au au-ont,” “II about the well 
and will let down lighted caudles, and hold 
an inclosed mirror over the well, so that 
you cun see tiie water below. 

The rest of the castle we left unvisited, 
though it is said to contain much of inter- 
est. It was long a fuvorite dwelling place 
of the German Emperors; now it belongs 
to the King of Bavaria. The laying out of 
the castle is ascribed to Conrad I. The 
five cornered tower is doubtless the oldest 
building in Nuremberg. 

We visited next the church of St. Sebald, 
the oldest of the two principal churches— 
tlie St. Law ranee church being the other— 
Sebald wrought miracles and is canonized. 
Over the grand entrance the “Hay of .Judg- 
ment" is represented in sculpture. The 
Bride’s door at the side of the church has 
a beautiful arched ornament. Here may 
be seen the w ise and the foolish virgins, 
w hom the bride passes, wisely or foolishly. 
The gem of this sanctuary is the tomb of 
St. Sebald, made of bronze and wrought 
iron, the master-piece of Peter Viseher, 
1508-1519. It weighs 8 tons, and cost the 
church trustees 8145 florius. You see 
Yischei was 11 years at work upon it. At 
one end stunds a statuette of the Saint, uiul 
at the other a statuette of the muster. On 
the sides of the mouument are, in relief, 
representations of four of his miracles. 


The house in w hich the saint lived is just, 
across the street, ami on it is a beautiful 
"Bow-window In Gothic style, dating from 
1318; it is well worth a visit. 

The Church of St. Lawrence, not entered 
by us, is an excellent piece of Gothic archi- 
tecture of the 15th century. 1 walked 
about it and saw a beautiful rose-window 
in front, and above the stately doorway. 
On the wall, In colors, is a sun dial, with 
many words of Latin telling in pious phrase 
how to get real good from it. The chief 
treasure inside is said to be the sacramental 
pyx (llausohen), a very beautiful sculpture 
In stone by Adam Krafft, 1493-1500. 

The .lews have :i synagogue, built in 
oriental style In 1869-1874. There are other 
churches, more or less famous for the work 
of th is or that man. 

T he Kuthhuus, Italian in style, and built 
1610-19. The sculptor Beliaim and the 
painter Purer, and Caul Bitter, a modern 
painter, have enriched the building by their 
w orks. The painting by Bitter represents 
the arrival In Nuremberg of the Imperial 
dowels. Those were brought in 1424 by 
the Emperor Sigismuml, and kept in a 
shrine in the center of the Church of the 
Holy Ghost. They were openly shown 
once a year, on a raised balcony in front of 
t lie frescoed house in which Beliaim was 
born, says a mural tablet. At the dissolu- 
tion of the holy empire they were removed 
to Vienna, and are now there. 

The “Beautiful Fountain" is the work of 
Beliaim, erected 1885-1896. it is pyramidal, 
15 meters high, and consists of two parts. 
In the lower part stone figures stand for 
the 7 electors of Germany and 9 heroes, too, 
exist. Charlemagne, Godfrey do Bouillon, 
and Clovis, Christian heroes. Judas Mncca* 
baous, Joshua and Pavid. Jewish heroes; 
Ciesar, Alexander and Hector, heathern 
heroes. The upper division richly orna- 
mented, contains the statues of Moses and 
the seven prophets. 

The “Targend Brunnen” was oast in 
bronze in 1589. On a pillar, finely orna- 
mented, stands a statue of Justice, and a 
little below are 6 boys blowing trumpets 
and holding the city escutcheon. The 
principal figures, however, are six female 
statues bearing emblems of six virtues. 

The “Goose Mannikin Fountain" within 
a c realm railing, is a little figure in bronze 
representing a peasant with a goose under 
each arm. It was cast in 1582. It appears 
on post-cards, knife-handles, etc., abun- 
dantly. It stands in Gaeuzemarkt. 

In c< nnection with the Bathhaus I should 
have mentioned the Subterranean passages 
under it, which lead from the old dungeons 
to the deep well ut the Burg, and in other 
directions; in parts they have fallen in. 

Of the noteworthy or sightworthy orna- 
ments are one, Albert Diner’s, in bronze, 
east in 1840; two, that of the poet Ilans 
Saeho, bronze, erected 1S74 ; three, Martin 
Behaim s, cosmographer and navigator, 
(1459-1507), cast in bronze by Prof. Lanzin, 
1890; four, that of Melancthon, (Nuremberg 
was Prostestant, and Melancthon founded 
here a gymnasium), standing in front of 
the gymnasium. It is of stone and erected 
in 1820. Five, a monumental fountain, 
erected in 18W, in memory of opening the 
first railroad from Nuremberg to Fuerth, in 
1835. 

Houses. That of Albrecht Purer is now 
the property of the city. In the gable are 
two balconies, one over the other. The 
house is marked by a medallion, and con- 
tains sundry matters besides copies of the 
master’s paintings. The originals are else- 
where. 

The Nassauer House is of the 14th cen- 
tury, Gothic. The Peller House (1805) has 
a rich renaissance facade and a line court 
inside. Petersen’s house built in 1595. 

The Bratwurstglocklein is an interesting 
old beer house, mentioned as early as 1519. 

Nuremberg gables attract attention of all 
tourists. Tiie variety is greater than in 
Amsterdam; some very picturesque. Give 
a child in a kindergarten two lines sloping 
down from a point, and ask him to vary 
those lines as much as possible, and his 
youth ful gen ins will create N uremberg gable 
forms; some going in regular steps and 
straight lines; on some of tiie steps will 
stand a teries of globes, painted white, and 
so on combinations of lines straight and 
curved, endlessly; no two alike. 

One thinks here of Gustavus Adolphus, 
and of Wallenstein. H istory of tiie 8o years 
war will tell of obstinate attack ami de- 
fense, till both withdraw; this in 1632. 
After the lienee of 1618 Nuremberg found 
herself broken down, her commerce 
ruined; afterward plunged into financial 
distress, she wus glad to be brought under 
the rule of Bavaria in 1806, since when fresh 
life has entered, and tiie veins that were 
shrunken are now tilled with blood flowing 
with heultliful pulse. 

A sarcastic proverb says : “The Nurem- 
bergers hang no man unless they have 
caught him.” It arose probably from the 
following incident: A robber knight, the 
most dreaded of all that harassed Nurem- 
berg. was taken captive, but made his 
escape from the castle by leaping over the 
moat; two hoofshaped impressions are 
shown on the parapet, which are said to 
have been made by his horse. This in 16th 
century. 

Nuremberg has some extensive manufac- 
tories. 1, Tiie Nuremberg Machine Co’s 
Works; 2, The United Ultra Marino fac- 
tories ; 8, large breweries and small ones; 

4, Faber’s Lead Pencil Factory must be 
named, though it is six miles out of town ; 

5, tiie large bronze factory of Prof. Leuz’s. 
from which have come many celebrated 
works. 

P. S. Not only Nuremberg gables are 
peculiar, but the dormer windows also. 1 
wish 1 could make pictures of one roof 
with 86 of them on one side, six rows along 
ami six up. It is us though one with a 
knife cut through the roof and then lifted 
tin* piece up a few inches, like a flap, not 
enough to destroy a slope. The whole roof 
covered with dirty red tiles. The uplift of 
tin* flaps leaving a space of hluck through 
1 which light is supposed to flow in, and rain 
1 to blow in, for no glass is there. That 
: large building with the 72 openings in tiie 
j roof, must have six floors in t lie roof, for in 
the big gublc are six rows of small glazed 
| windows. The gable ends or walls often 
; show curious devices in way of ornament, 

I circles, ellipses, and straight laid figures.

The Y. M. C. A. Congressmen hold a 
public debate over the Single Tax bill in 
the association's rooms in the new Nonan- 
tum black, Tuesday evening. The affair 
, was under the auspices of the reception 
committee, and attended by about 200 mem- 
bers and friends. Previous to the debate a 
session of the Congress was held at which 
the following officers were electod to serve 
the coming term : J. L. Boll, speaker ; T. 
W. Mepliam, vice-speaker; A. J. Ball, 
clerk; Arthur Tandy, asst, clerk; G. 11. 
Safford, chaplain; 0. E. Thrasher, sergt. at 
arms; C. II. Woodworth, L. P. G. Bentley 
and 8. P. Thrasher, executive committee. 

Each speaker in the debate was well re- j 
eelved, and merited upphuiso was frequent. 
During the evening points of order were 
raised, and rulings on several points called 
for. These tilts between the Junior Con- 
gressmen were quite lively and seemed not 
unlike the National Congress. 

During the evening several pleasing 
piano solos were rendered by Mr. C. F, 
Baoon, and Mr. W. TI. Whitney sang.

Mr. Safford, first speaker for the affirma- 
tive, gave a few introductory remarks 
favoring the measure, lie pointed out the 
advantages that the fanning classes would 
gain by the passage of the bill. It would 
cause the development of a great deal of 
land now unused, and would certainly 
prove a great benefit to the country. 

Mr. J. L. Roll, of the negative, said in 
substance, that tiie present poverty of land 
owning classes as of other classes, was 
caused by the use of liquor, rather than by 
the present tax laws, which had been criti- 
cised by the previous speaker. He com- 
pared the Single Tax plan to a poor remedy 
administered by a quack doctor, and 
characterized it as grossly unjust. 

Mr. C. II. Woodwortli of the affirmative 
followed. II is arguments were illustrated 
by a large colored map showing the com- 
parative number of tenants and land-own- 
ers. He showed that the tenant class was 
increasing, while the land owning class 
was diminishing. This was a condition in 
which the greater number were being 
robbed for the benefit of the lesser. 

The next speaker was Mr. T. W. Mepliam 
of the negative. He explained that under 
the Single Tax law, quoting Henry George, 
that a small class, namely the land owners, 
would pay all taxes, while the rest of the 
community would be exempt. The princi- 
ple was wrong and unjust, and he thought 
it was unnecessary to argue details as the 
first principle killed the measure. 

Mr. F. H. Tucker of the affirmative then 
spoke. He argued from the first principles 
which pointed out the great benefits of the 
measure. The land should be taxed for 
full value because it bad received benefit 
from the community, and that community 
should receive the advantages Personal 
property should not be taxed because it 
was created by labor, and the value at- 
tained belonged to the creators. 

Mr. S. P. Thrasher, for the negative, 
closed the debate. He bitterly scored the 
affirmative speakers for coining to such a 
conclusion, after so little thought and in- 
vestigation. In his remarks Mr. C. B 
Fillebrown came in for a share of tiie gen- 
eral denunciation. Mr. Thrasher argued 
that the single taxers were wrong in stat- 
ing that a man obtained money that he did 
not earn, by buying land in a place where 
the community was growing. Ho showed 
that after paying taxes, etc., on the land 
the man would have expended as much 
en irgy to got his profit as would have been 
done in any other business. The community 
gave value to other things besides land. A 
demand might be created for a certain line 
6f goods. It was evident that the com- 
munity gave extra value. His point was 
apparently to disprove Mr. Tucker's argu- 
ment. He was evidently well prepared, 
but the brief time allotted prevented him 
from continuing. 

Tiie judges retired. Lu the meantime a 
vote was taken by the congress on the 
passage of the bill. It was defeated by a 
vote of 7 to 5. The discovery was then 
made that the vote of a non-member had 
been counted in error. A motion to recon- 
sider the vote was passed. This evolved 
considerable discussion, which created 
considerable laughter and upplause. On 
the second vote it was again defeated by a 
vote of 7 to 6, the temporary chairman 
voting against its passage on account of a 
tie. 

The judges announced their decision In 
favor of the affirmative. 

The audience was then given the privi- 
lege of voting on the merits of the argu- 
ment, und were apparently unanimous in 
support of the negative.

COOKING IN THE SCHOOLS. 


Lust Sunday even inn, before a largo con- 
gregation In Grace Episcopal church, Gen. 
II. H. Hadley of the Church Army gave a 
very Interesting account of the army’s 
work In America and England. lie was 
accompanied by a captain of tho Boston 
post. Both wore the regulation uniforms, 
which much resembled the uniform worn 
in the U. S. Army, Gen. Hadley proved a 
very enthusiastic speaker, and held the at- 
tention of his audience throughout ills dis- 
course. His appearance and manners 
were those of an army general In the 
regular service, which Is explained by the 
fact that lie served in the Civil War as 
colonel of a New Yon. regiment. 

In Introducing the speaker, Rev. I)r. 
Shinn said it was a great satisfaction and 
pleasure to Introduce General Hadley. 
When in London lie had soon glimpses of 
the army’s work, and became greatly inter- 
ested. The account of the work would be 
more particularly interesting to Newton 
people because it would bo described by 
the foremost worker In the United States. 
It was gratifying, he said, to have such a 
prominent olhccr present. Ho would fit- 
tingly describe this great work, the results 
of which would never bo known until tho 
hereafter. 

Gen. Hadley expressed li is pleasure in 
bein'- able to address a Newton congrega- 
tion, and announced li is intention of speak- 
ing on the liuesasuggested by Dr.Sliinn. 

lie had first seen tho army in London 
and was much impressed with the work. 
Wiiile there lie was invited to participate 
in the service, which he did. In the pro- 
cession before the indoor meeting, each 
member was required to play a musical 
instrument. Being unablo to do this he 
was made standard bearer. Each ofllcer, 
lay-worker and choirister wore the vest- 
ments of a church of England choir. Over 
their shoulders was hung scarlet braid, ami 
the head covering was much like a college 
cap. 

As tho English law prohibits tho con- 
ducting of out-door meetings, the church 
soldiers evade it by doing the next best 
thing. The procession moves through the 
streets, slowly as possible, during which 
the marchers conduct a service. < hie sings 
another oilers prayer, and a third testifies 
to his conversion. They dare not stop as 
several vigilant “bobbies" are waiting to 
arrest them for violating the law. 

At the service in the barracks, which 
followed, the order of exercises seemed to 
differ from the manner in which a meeting 
was c nducted in the United States, and 
the only thing familiar was the odor of 
“Fourth Ward” whiskey. Being called 
upon to address the gathering ho spoke on 
“Intemperance.” This lie afterwards 
learned was something to which the 
officers of the society were opposed. 
Rather than ask a convert to sign the 
pledge, if he expressed such a desire, he 
was sent home to think it over seriously. 
In many other ways their methods greatly 
differed from those adopted here. 

Gen. Hadley hero related the story of liis 
conversion, which was quite thrilling. 

In sneaking of the United .States church 
army lie said there were 3TW> posts estab- 
lished in different parts of the country. 
In Boston there was one at which 42 men 
were stationed. The oflicers consisted of 
confirmed church members, who were 
anxious to assist the army, and would give 
an evening each week to address the 
gatherings or conduct the services. Some 
times the converts were appointed to such 
positions. When these latter were first re- 
ceived they were placed on probation for 
six months before being mustered in. They 
are called recruits. During this proba- 
tionary period they are taught the ten 
commandments, the creed, and the use of 
the prayer book. 

In conclusion the speaker paid a high 
tribute to the Episcopal church, and also 
to the Salvation Army, whose work lie 
heartily commended. lie spoke of the so- 
called revivals now being held in Boston, 
and said the meetings of the church army 
branch in that city had been very well at- 
tended, despite tin* fact tlmf other services 
were being held. At several services the 
crowd was so large tliut many were refused 
admittance. 


A TIMELY PROTEST AGAINST A RIDICU- 
LOUS PROPOSAL. 

To the Editor of tho Ohaphic: — 

There seems to lie some agitation in favor 
of introducing cooking into the public 
schools. I do not know how much head- 
way it has attained, or whether it is likely 
to lie successful, hut if there is any danger 
of its success, I am disposed to help resist 
tho idea. 

It seems to ho part and parcel of the 
manual training notion, tho notion that car- 
penter work, filing Iron, working at the 
lathe, sewing, making beds, are of advan- 
tage in educating and training children, 
that these tilings are practical and tend to 
make hoys and girls practical and useful, 
and have an advantage in this respect over 
reading, writing and arithmetic and gram- 
mar, and the study of languages and 
sciences. 

The manual trainers cannot help seeing 
that they do not by their training make a 
carpenter or a machinist of their pupil. 
They protest that they have no such pur- 
pose in view, that their purpose is to train 
the eye, the hand and the muscles. 

But the carpenter’s shop is equipped and 
his tools are used to the end of making

cost less than an attempt to give instruc- 
tion In the various trades. 

Of course those who wish their children 
to lie taught cooking in the public schools ' 
may have reasons for it which I have not i 
heard of, but 1 am unable to find any 
grounds for rating the educational value of 
cooking above that of upholstery, or gar- 
dening. oi a hundred other useful and re- 
spectable occupation s. 

If there is any distinguishing merit in in- 
struction in the art of cooking, its advo- 
cates ought to point it out.

of the eye and hand and 
product and merely incidental. It must, of 
course, he conceded that no one can prac- 
tice any trade or even do the work of a 
common laborer without getting some 
slight training or education out of it, hut 
that would not justify making a carpenter 
of a hoy for tho purpose of educating him. 
The solo purpose of llie school is training 
ami education, and the .school must dis- 
criminate and choose such instruction as 
will develop the mind (and perhaps the 
body) without regard to any other result. 

It is very taking to proclaim an intention 
of making children practical. It commends 
itself especially to the uneducated, and to 
men who have managed to get ahead with- 
out the advantage of an education them- 
selves, hut who do not see how much more 
successful they might have been if they 
luid had tho help of a good education. It 
flatters such men to he told that they uru to 
be held up u.s models to be imitated, and 
that tliev are the useful and practical men. 
.Now and then a professional educator, am- 
bitious of acquiring popularity, is not above 
appealing to the prejudices of the less in- 
telligent among so-called self-made men. 
There are some demagogues and charlatans 
in all callings. 1 am glad to say however, 
that I do not know any educators of this 
sort in Newton. 

Now we ought to consider what we mean 
by a practical man. It seems to me that 
the practical man is the mail who is able to 
accomplish results, to bring something to 
pass in bis particular business,trade or pro- 
fession. , . , 

Who are the practical men, for instance, 
among all the people who are concerned iu 
depressing the railroad tracks in Newton’.' 
Is it the people who work with picks and 
shovels, the machinists wao manage the 
steam dredges, the masons, the hrakemen, 
or the engineers who determine the grades 
and curves, and desigu the bridges and 
superintend tho construction? Ur is it all 

Undoubtedly it is all these. But which 
class among them is the most practical? 
Undoubtedly it is the class that is most in- 
dispensable, and charged with the greatest 
responsibility, the chief engineers who 
have charge of the whole work, whose 
minds embrace the whole undertaking, who 
foresee all the difficulties and provide for 
them, and organize the work and keep the 
work and tho workmen an appliances in 
motion, making them all uet harmoniously 
in accomplishing the linal result. They are 
preeminently practical. 

The mind is more practical than the 
hand. The hand can do nothing without 
the mind to direct it,but the mind cun make 
a shift to get along without the hand. 

Who is the practical man in any business? 
Is it the many who do what they are told to 
do, or the financier who conceives the under- 
taking, raises the capital and directs it so 
as to make it profitable and capable of re- 
warding the investors in it and paying the 
wages of the men employed iu it? 

Botli clas.ses may be practical, but the 
most practical among them nil is the linan- 
cier. because he is the one absolutely es- 
sential man in the enterprise. 

The engineer and the linancier are prac- 
tical by reason of their mental [lowers. As 
soon as one begins to reflect on tin* matter, 
lie sees at once that it is sheer folly to as- 
sume that the niun who works with his 
hands is more practical than the man who 
uses his mental faculties. 

I have it iu my mind to write u fable 
about the farmhorses who rebelled against 
tlie authority of the farmer because lie took 
more than his share of the proiUioe of the 
farm. The horses said lie was a puny 
creature who did very little, while they did 
all the work itnd cultivated the farm. 

My propositions are that ir you wislx to 
cultivate the mind, teach the pupil Hie 
tilings that have been found best titled to 
develop the mind, reading, mathematics, 
languages, science, and then you put the 
boy iu the way of becoming an engineer, or 
a linancier, or a business man. 11, will he 
capable of doing and becoming whatever 
lie likes, oven a cook, and after graduating 
with honor at the High school, lie could 
probably, with two weeks steady applica- 
tion, become the best cook in Newton, and 
lie would have the additional merit of be- 
ing able to write his menus in English.

Hint 
is tlie way the Greeks trained the body to 
the highest perfection. That is the w ay 
the Germans do now.

Wit- 
ness t he recent change of horse car drivers 
to motormen. They used to train the hand 
by a seven years’ apprenticeship. 

in a company of lawyers a short time 
ugo, all iu active practice for periods of 
from fifteen to thirty years, the question 
was asked if any one iu the whole com- 
pany hud over been called upon to write 
articles of apprenticeship, and there was 
not one who hud over been called upon or 
known of a case, except in the books. 

The inference is tliut tlie mind of Hie 
child must be cultivated to make him a 
practical uiun, even as a mechanic, so thut 
he may be able to learn his trade anew as 
often as necessary. If you waste a child’s 
time in school by trying to touch him to 
oook, you w ill muko him a poor cook and u 
poor scliolur. 

Of course tlie instructor iu cooking must 
be u practical cook, proficient iu making 
sour bread and in giving notice at Hie most 
distressing uud inopportune time, and tlie 
instructor in bed- making must inculcate 
tlie “art and mystery” of putting on Hie 
double blanket with tlie folded edge toward 
the head* It w ould never do to allow edu- 
cated ladies to give tills instruction. Thut 
would iuvolve an admission that educated 
ladies know more about cooking than tlie 
cooks, and are mole practical, which is 
contrary to Hie theory of those who wish 
the schools to give instruction in cooking.

actment. It is sad, indeed, to think that n 
measure upon which Osborne Howes and 
his associated commissioners spent so much 
time and care is to meet such a fate, but it 
is as evident as anything can he that Bos- 
ton does not care a picayune whether it 
has that kind of annexation, while the 
Middlesex, Essex, and Norfolk towns, 
which are to b$ swallowed up are very much 
disposed to say no. Senator Ballinger, the 
metropolitan chairman, agrees with Sena- 
tor Harwood that nobody wants the bill, 
so that its future cannot lie in much doubt. 
What Boston is ready and willing to do is 
to annex Revere, Somerville, Newton or 
any other place that can be persuaded to 
ask it; but a metropolitan county would 
take a good deal of power out of the hands 
of the Boston aldermen, who now perform 
the duties of county commissioners for 
Suffolk, and that of course arouses no en- 
thusiasm about city hall.

THURSDAY’S GREAT STORM. 

IT WAS A RECORD 11 UK A KK.lt IN NKWTON’S 
HISTORY. 


The snow which has been looked for so 
long began to fall Wednesday night, and 
on Thursday morning Newtonians found it 
still falling and a high wind blowing it in- 
to drifts along the street and sidewalks. 

The city had snow ploughs out, but the 
storm came so suddenly, and the drifts 
came so fast, thut the ploughs made but 
little impression, and every one had to 
wade through a foot or more of snow to 
reach the morning trains. Waiting on the 
temporary platforms for delayed trains 
was decidedly uncomfortable, und every 
would be passenger was covered with 
snow before he could get a train. The 
circuit trains had linrd luck and several 
were stalled in the deep cut at Chestnut 
Hill, and the time table ceased to be reli- 
able. Most people got in town all right 
after a long passage, but getting out again 
was where the most trouble came in One 
train left ut 4.30, and some ten thousand 
people waited for the next one, which did 
not start till nearly six, and was crowded 
oven to the steps, und its progress was Mow. 
Other trains followed at long intervals und 
every one got home sooner or later. 

The Newton electrics had the worst 
time, a car on the Cambridge line was from 
t» to 11 a. in. in getting from Newton to 
Watertown square, and staid there until 3 
p. m. A snow plough was stalled near 
Nonantum square and had to be dug out. 
On the Tremont street line travel was even 
worse, and it was late in the evening be- 
fore tlie cars were running with any 
regularity. The West End seemed over- 
whelmed by tlie storm. 

The Newton & Waltham cars did better 
than tlio West End, as their cars kept going 
in some fashion all day. 

The Newton Boston Company was 
also almost entirely successful between 
Newtonvllle mid Newton Upper Falls and 
Newton Centre, but it had its hands more 
than full aud finally made a failure in the 
attempt t" operate tlie Commonwealth 
Avenue A Wellesley A- Boston lines. 

On the last named line an electric plow 
was run to Lower Falls at 6 o’clock in the 
morning, followed by a car. and both be- 
came stalled and wns still there last even- 
ing, although men and hordes had done 
their best to extricate them. This accident 
tied up that section all day. while tlie Com- 
monwealth avenue line was also hung up 
on account of accidents much of the day. 

Eacli company had many men and horses 
engaged in the work of clearing the tracks, 
and all the lines were in working shape 
this morning. 

All day tlie streets were deserted save 
for the snow ploughs, and hacks, and the 
snow ploughs kept at it most of the night, 
so that this morning tlie sidewalks were 
passable, lint peonle bad to walk single file.
